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THE ASIATIC AND CENTRAL BANKS. 

‘We have published in previous numbers, a portion of the 
correspondence relating to the refusalon the part of the 
Asiatic Bank, and the Central Bank of Western India, to sur- 
render shipping documents to the acceptors, on receipt of the 
amount of the specific bills drawn against such shipment. 
‘This allegation is a serious one, calculated to subvert all con- 
fidence, and, indeed, to causo a revolution in the whole system 
upon which this description of business has been conducted 
ever sinco the establishment of Banks in India and China. 
Weare gladto find, however, thatsuch is not likely to be the casc. 
It appears that the transactions alluded to were not of the ordi- 
nary nature, but weremixed up with other bills upon which the 
banks held no security at all, and the drawers of the bills having 
failed, the banks sought to hold on to the whole of the valueof the 
shipping documents, which, under ordinary circumstances, they 
had certainly no right to do. If that question is disputed, 
there will be no end of trouble and costly law suits. In fact, 
the drawees of a bill will, when granting acceptance, have to 
‘obtain. from the holders an undertaking that they will on the’ 
payment of the said bills surrender the shipping documents. . 
Indeed, we would urge all acceptors to adopt this course, to pre- 
vent disappointment and litigation, as in some cases the bauks ' 
may be justified by virtue of their agreement with the drawers | 
to claim the whole proceeds of the goods represented by the 
shipping docuraents. In that case it is of course the duty of 
the drawors to advise the drawees of such an agreement, but 
that cannot be relicd on, and the course we suggest will lay 
bare at once the real position of the drawee. We give below 
the letters published sinco our last issue, but seeing that 
Messrs. Dadabhai Naoroji and Co. deny tho truth of tho 
statements made by Mr. Lawrence, the Manager of the Asiatic, it 
is fruitless to altempt a solution of the matter by this corres- 
pondence. In all such cases charges arc made of suppressio 
veri, and this case forms no exception :—

“ Sir,—The attention of the board of directors of the Asiatic Banking 
Corporation has been directed to the observations contained in your City 
Article to-day, in which you advert to what you state to be a ‘ practice 
adopted by two Indian baoks—the Asiatic and Central of Western Inidia 
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ring and retaining collateral securities attached to bills accepted by 

jouses, althouzh the acceptors puuctually tender the amount, 

and demand their surrender, on the plea that the banks have a right to 

these securities and apply any surplus to the discharge of bad debts 

which they may have incurred in their owa separate and private transac- 
tions with the drawers.” : 

“If the practice of the Asiatic Bank had been such as you describe, 
there is no doypt it would be open to the observations with which you 
characterise it, but the corporation have given no rise to the charge thus 
imputed to them. 

“The facts of the case out of which your observations arise are simply 
these. 

“The company’s agent in Bombay in April last negotiated for a house 
at Bombay a number of bills for a large amount, some of which were 
specitically drawn against cotton shipped to London, on the sole account 
of the drawer, by various vessels, and some of which were what is called 
clean’ bills. 

“Tnentering into this transaction the house at Bombay made an 
agrecinent with the bank, by which it was specifically agreed as follows 

“© And we authorise the corporation to hold and retain the goods while 
unsold, and the balance of the net proceeds when sold as security for and 
towards the payment of any othcr bill or bills which any of the managers 
‘or agents of the said bank may have purchased from us, or towards the 
Tiquidation of any claim the bank may have upon us, or otherwise to be at 
our disposal.” 

“On the arrival of one of the vessels containing part of the cotton in 
question, Messrs. Dadabhai, Naoroji and Co. called upon the bank and 
offered to pay a portion of the bills which was drawn against this cargo. 
The Bombay house having in the meantime stopped payment, the Asiatic 
Bank were not prepared to give up the security they held on payment of 
any part of the bills—it would have been coutrary to the agreement that 
they should have done so; but upon Messrs. Dadabhai and Co. stating 
the cargo had been consigned to them for sale and sold, they offered them. 
(Messrs. Dadabbai aud Co.) to confirm the sale, and to hand over the 
goods to them on an arrangement that the proceeds should be applied, first 
in payment of the bills drawn against them, and the balanee be deposited 
in the names of Messrs. Dadabhai and Co. and the bank, to abide the 
decision of the question, if any, whether the bank or Messrs. Dadabhai 
aad Co, were entitled to the surplus. Isubjoin a letter from myself to 
Messrs, Dadabhai and Co. embodying this offer. 

“ The question between Messts. Dadabhai and Co. and the Asiatic 
Bank has since been settled on the principle of that letter. The point 
between the parties in substance was whether the Asiatic Bank was bound 
to give up the security they held by specific agreement upon tender of 
payment of part of the bills which they held, or whether they were entitled, 
under the agreement, to hold the whole of thir security as cover against 
all the liabil of the Bombay firm, as stipulated by the bank in their 
agreement. 

“ This was a question of law, depending on an agreement, and not on 
any usage. 

“ On this explanation I think you will agree that the conduct of the 
Asiatic Bank has been in all respects fair and even liberal, and that they 
are not justly obuoxivus to the observations contained in your article. 

“Tt would have been more satisfactory to the bank in the first instance 
to answer Messrs. Dadabhai and Co.'s letter and your observations, but 
they wore advised by their solicitors, Messrs. Freshfield and Newman, that 
it might give rise to inconvenience, and form a bad precedent, to make a. 
question of pure legal right a subject of discussion in a daily journal.—1

© Sm, Lawrence has given his ‘version of our case. We give 
Lelow a few facts, and leave them to speak for themselves. 

“I. Mr. Lawrence gives an extract from the letter of hypothecation, 
zned by the drawer, and endeavours to make the public understand as if 
in that letter a specificagreement had been entered into with the drawer. 

“We herewith send_ you a printed form of the usual letter of hypothe 
cation used by the head office of the Asiatic Bank in London, and also a 
copy of the Bombay letter of hypothecation from which Mr. Lawrence 
has given the extract. You will see by comparing them that, instead of 
there being any unusual alteration in’ the Bombay letter, it is word for 
word the same with the priated form usually used in London by the head 
office itself. 

“ The forms used by all the Indian banks at their different branches are 
generally similar to those used by their respective head offices, and the 
Bombay ayent of the Asiatic Bank has, it appears, simply made his form 
similar to that adopted and printed by his head office itself, 

Mr. Lawrence has thought proper to ‘give an extract of the clause 
only, instead of giving the whole paragraph of which the clause itself forms 
a part. or the public would have seen that the whole paragraph refers to 
tie case of dishonoured bills only — He should also have given an extract 
of the very first paragraph of the letter of hypothecation, which would 
have shown that the documents are collateral securities for the payment of 
the bills in question only. 

“2. The news of the failure of the drawer was communicated to Mr. 
Lawrence by us on the 19th of June last. Seven weeks after, on the 12th 
of August, on the arrival of some of the vessels, the Bank itself sent us 
their usual letters asking us to retire our acceptances as usual, and it is 
only when, and in reply to the Baak’s own invitation, we applied on the 
Ith of August to retire our acceptances, that the Bunk first set up their 
present claim, 

“3. As to *the liberal and fai tment given to us. we need simply 
give an extract of our solicitor’s letter of the Bist of August to the 
soticitons ot the Bank :—* i regret to find that vour present letter does not. 
fully accord with the offer of fairness and fi r nin your last, in- 
ely as that you insist upon the arra wnt being bascd entirely upon 
you take of your clients’ alleged rights, ignoring al- 
ether the wew of my clients of their rights. I should have expected 
that pending the decision of the rights in question you would have shown 
impartial consideration to both views, and left the whole matter of the 
Fights of both parties in equal abeyance by including the question of the 
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clean bills in the present arrangement, as proposed by me, to be paid im- 
mediately on the question of rights being decided. But if, from the cir- 
cumstances of your clients’ advantageous position of being in the possession 
of the bills and documents, their taking the advantage of exacting terms 
from my clients which in common fairness they ouglit not to insist upon, 
be what you mean as fair and liberal dealing with my clients’ position, it 
is very clear that we entertain widely diferent views on that subject.’ 

Jn atidition to this the Bank has forced the stipulation upon us that we 
must include our conditional acceptances also in the arrangement of which 
Mr. Lawrence has sent you @ copy, but which promised letter we have 
not till this evening received. : 

“Mr. Lawrence is mistaken fn stating that we had already sold any 
portion of the cotton, and he has been already informed of this mistake in 
our letter to him on the 22nd of August last. 

“Mr. Lawrence is also mistaken in saying as if the Bombay house had 
failed after our application to retire on the arrival of one of the vessels, 
‘The fact is that we made known to Mr. Lawrence the failure of the Bombay 
house on the 19th of June, while the very first shipment which the Bank 
refused to deliver arrived only on the 10th of August. 

“The Central Bank, we hope, will yet justify their conduet, which wo 
are sorry to say is more high-handed than even that of the Asiatic Bank, 
inasmuch as that they have not only no justification of their conduct, but 
that they would not even come to some reasonable arrangement about the 
sale of the cotton till the question of the rights is decided.—We remain, 
your obedient servants, “ Dabaniar Naonogt and Co.” 











THE RUSSIANS IN CENTRAL ASIA. 


Such is the title which has been for somo time flitting about, 
until a decided handling has resulted on the part of the press 
and writers generally. We have before us a pamphlet on 
Russia, Central Asia, and British India, by a British subject, 
in which the writer very unhesitatingly condemns our fears (if 
wo havo any) as to Russia, by her operations in Turkistan, 
really threatening our supremacy in India, in which we most 
heartily agree. Wo append some extracts from the pamphlet, 
and also a leader from The Times on the subject :— 

The {way to throw light on this question is by entering upon what is, 
but ought not to be, a terre incognita to most of the English and Indian 
reading public—the position of Russia in Central Asia. Much neanin- 
formation is given on this subject by the circular despatch of Prince Gort- 
chakoff issued in St. Petersburg last November, which, as Vice-Chancellor 
of the Einpire, he forwarded to the embassies and legations of the Russian 
Empire located in foreign countries. The following is a summary :— 

“The position of Kussia in Central Asia is analogous to that of all 
civilised States who, finding themselves in contact with half-savage and 
nomadic tribes, are compelled—as much in the interest of their frontiers 
as in that of their commercial relations—to take measures for imposing 
respect upon inconvenient and turbulent neighbours. Such has been the 
task of the United States in America, of Holland in her colonies, of Eng~ 
land in India, All have been forced to follow this course, in which am- 
bition has very little part, and wherein the great difficulty consists in 
knowing where to stop. 

“ Such, also, is the reason which has actuated Russia in establishing 
herself upon the one side at Syr-Daria, and upon the other at Lake Issyk~ 
Koul, and in consolidating those two lines by advanced forts, which have 
gradually been pushed forward into the heart of those distant regions, 
without, however, securing the permanent tranquillity of the frontiers of 
the empire. For, first, between the extreme points of this double line 
there is an immense unoccupied space, in which the forays of pillaging 
tribes continue to pavalyse colonisation and hamper trade through caravans. 
Further, the constant fluctuations of politics in those countries must be 
considered. Turkestan and Kokhandy now united, now separated, always 
at war either with cach other, or with Bokhara, render fixed relations and 
regular intercourse utterly impossible. The Cabinet of St. Petersburg is 
nevertheless unwilling to adopt the line of policy England has followed in 
India, by subjugating in detail by force of arms the stnall adjoining States 
which had rendered themselves obnoxious to their neighbours. “Russia 
desires not to aggrandise herself beyond measure in Central Asia, but to 
consolidate the organisation of the provinces she possesses. ‘Taking up this 
point of view, the Russian Government has determined upon three prin 
cipal measures. First, it has ordered that the two fortified lines, the one 
reaching from the Chincse frontier to Lake Issyk-Koul, the other ex- 
tending from the Sea of Aral to Syr-Daria, should be united by fortitied 
points, so as to place all the posts in a position mutually to support each 
other, and not to leave any gap through which the invasions of the nomadic 
tribes can be carried out with impunity. It has been further decided that 
when the line is thus completed, advanced forts shall be established in 
sutliciently fertile places, not only to ‘secure their provisionment, but also 
to facilitate regular colonisation—an essential condition to the future pros~ 

erity of the country and of the civilisation of the neighbouring tribe 

aastly, this fortified line must be fixed in a definitive manner, in or: 
that the Russian Government may escape dangerous encroachments, which, 
from reprisal to reprisal, would culminate in a policy of unlimited ex~ 
tension, 

“The mission is often attributed to Russia, viz., to carry ci 
into the Asiatic countries adjoining the empire. Civilisation pos: 
more efficacious agent than commercial relations, and these, which every 
where require order and stability, render a radical transformation of man- 
ners in Asia essential. Above all, it is important to make Asiatics under- 
stand that it will be more to their advantage to favour and protect trade 
throuh caravans than to plunder the trader 

While the advance of Russian troops in Central Asia is regarded by 
military men simply as a black cloud, others amid the darkness can see a 
silver lining to it, and that while Russia is opeuing military roads, she is at 
the same time constituting a settled Government and forming routes bi 



































































which the commerce of all nations will be ultimately facilitated and ad- 
vanced. Even in Russia the principles of free trade are mahing progress, 
and the tendeacy of legislation there of late years has been to favour the 
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settlement of foreigners and to remove those restrictions on commerce and 
strangers which operated so injuriously during the abitrary reign of 
Nicholas. The Russian roads will serve for the transport of Enylish 
manufactures, of Indian tea, coffee, quinine, &. to the shores of the 
Caspian, from thence to be forwarded to Nijni Novogorod and Moscow 
by rail. | As far back as 1849, English calico reached Yarkand and Kok- 
hand, the latter place was visited by agents of English houses. The looms 
of Kashmir contribute to swell the bazaars of Yarkand which are three and 
ahalf miles in length, 

Itis only when one steams down the magnificent Volga, 3,000 miles in 
length, through populous and industrious districts, that the facility of 
access from Russia to Central Asia becomes so obvious. With 300 
steamers on the Volga, railways soon to connect Moscow with 
Astrachan, and a steam fleet on the Caspian, Bokhara and Khiva 
are within easy reach of Russia, the demand for cotton and tea has 
impelled her merchants along this line, ever since the days of Peter 
the Great, who wished to develope the trade between Siberia and 
Central Asia. 

Her poliey of internal improvement and her disgust with the treatment 
she has received from the Western Powers in connection with Poland, are 
directing the attention of Russia to Asia as her natural home, the seat of the 
‘old Sclaves—where she is away from European complications. The Oxus 
will bring Russia in contact with Wester China, which Mussulman, 
bitterly disaffected towards the Chinese Government, and urged on by the 
Taipings, s0 that ere long Thibet and Southern China are likely to be in- 
dependent of the Chinese Government. 

To those who have seen the good working of a peasant proprietary 
in Europe, and value the principle in its effects in elevating the social, 
moral, and religious condition of a people, the accession of such a power 
as Russia to the cause of a free peasantry must prove a powerful auxiliary 
in Asia, Serf emancipation in Russia is based on peasant proprietorship, 
and, what would surprise many in England, each Russian village is con- 
stituted into alittle municipality, a mir or world of its own, in which the 
rustic mayor may be seen sitting with a noble dignity on the bench to 
administer justice in village disputes—an admirable training for self-go- 
vernment, The Russian peasants, with their roving propensities, are sure 
to scatter the sceds of this improvement wherever they go, and to encourage 
the Asiatic peasant in his resistance to that bane of Asia, feudalism, and 
to recall to the Indian pestantry their remembrances of their own. beauti- 
ful village system, which was s0 long a blessing to the ryot of India; and 
in no country is it more necessary than in Asia, where feudalism and land- 
Jordism have desolated the fairest regions. The news of Russian serf 
emancipation has spread to India, and has excited joy and thankfulness 
in the breasts of millions of natives there; the native papers of India 
cordially hailed serf emancipation in Russia, and, like the great American 
Republic, which bas just shaken off the incubus of slavery, welcome 
Russia as a coadjutor on the side of the masses, 

The history of the Anglo-French alliance is an cncouragement, for 
though French influence is extending all through the East; though 
Egypt is almost tributary to France ; though the empire of Algeria has 
made the Mediterranean almost a French lake; though Cochin China is 
her feudatory, and her flag waves in numerous parts of the Pacific, yet 
little jealousy is now expressed by England, and very properly : yet sixty 
years ago nothing was so rife as rumours of a French invasion of India 
With the aid of Persia; and so serious was the danger considered that an 
Anglo-Indian expedition was sent up the Persian Gulf to meet it; but 
England and France act in harmony in the Eastern and Chinese seas, 
and the old notion that they are natural encmies is now nigh well exploded, 
fifty years’ peace having shown the fallacy of it. England considers there 
is room enough for both ; and disputes like those regarding the Canal of 
Suez and Tahiti are settled by mutual accommodations and concessions. 
Why should not a similar feeling be manifested towards Russia? particu- 
larly as Russia was for 300 years the ally of England, while France was 
for 500 years her bitter and perpetual rival—the Russian eharacter assimi- 
lates more with the English than the French does in its commercial and 
colonising propensities, in its love of domestic life, of home, &. The 
Sclavonie race_has always succeeded better in colonising and developing 
the resources of distant countries than the Latin race—as is shown in the 
failure of the French in Algiers and other countries. 

The changes in Russia since the death of Nicholas are more favourable 
toa better understanding. ‘The leaden despotism of the reign of the 
Emperor Nicholas was well characterised by Mr. Cobden as “ expending 
its surplus energies in the affairs of other countries, after having inter 
fered with the management of every great thing and small at home.” 
The prophecy of Monsieur Thicrs that “ the Russian colossus, with one 
foot on the Bosphorus and the other on the Sound, would enslave Europe 
and drive liberty to seek her retreat in America,” might have been in 
some points applicable to the reign of Nicholas, but there is a wide gulf 
between the Russia of Nicholas and that of Alexander; the former in- 
cubus on the country has been happily removed, and the acts of the 
present Eraperor now show a different state of things. Serf emancipation 
a success, Provincial Assemblies and open Courts now in action, will 
cause Russia soon to cease having the epithet applied to her of an empire 
des facades, and ought to alter the feeling of England towards her ; while 
detesting the bureaucratic and anti-progressive party in Russia, ought 
we not to extend our sympathy to the liberal and progressive party in 
Russia? 

Tilly, in his valuable work, Eastern Europe and Western Asia,” 
among many interesting particulars regarding the recent change of policy 
in Russia, mentions an anecdote of a Russian gentleman who had just 
returned from a forced it to the Caucasus, and asked M. Tilley how 
Jong the Emperor Nicholas had been dead. M. ‘Lilley ceplied, © Fi 
years.” “ Nonsense,” said the Russian, © it is five hundred years, if you 
calculate by the change which has already taken place in the country in 
free action and boldness of sentiment.” “Herzen, who has laid bare the 
wounds of Russia with no tender hand, is in this respect an impartial 
witness. He writes :— 

“The morrow after the death of Nicholas the debacle (thaw) has com- 
menced ; the Government, nolens volens, is carried away by the torrent. 
Literature, the first to awake, has vigorously commenced informing the 
Public on the venal and corrupt official administration. All the people 










































begin to speak of reforms, The administrative incapacity of Nicholas, 
the sterility of his labours, the uselessness of his cruelties, had been too 
evident during the Crimean war, Public opinion has pronounced a 
unanimous verdict on the tomb of this crowned sergeant, The retrograde 
despotism of Nicholas has had its day; Russia enters into a new historic 
phase, which will have neither the aggressive character of the time of 
Peter the Great nor the counter-revolutionary one which has signalised the 
gloomy reign of Nicholas; the grand problem to be solved by Russia is 
the development of the national element by the organic assimilation of the 
social science elaborated by the West.” 

‘The autocracy in Russia cannot long stand before the swelling tide 
coming up from the masses; nor does the present Emperor wish for it— 
he is preparing a safe way for a liberal Government by the establi-hment 
of provincial assemblies, now in actual and successful operation. Carlyle 
years ago remarked, in his Latter Day Pamphlets, “ Democracy sure 
enough is here; one knows not how long it will keep hidden under 
ground even in Russia.” It has come up and with a mighty tide, and as 
a modern writer remarks, “he will be able to form but a poor guess as to 
the future of Russia who does not allow a large share in moulding the 
future to the democratic element.” Though little known to Englishmen, 
there are certain reforms in action now in Russia which must modify the 
policy and position of Russia in Asia ;—by occupying her attention with 
domestic affairs, render Russia less ambitious of extensive dominion— 
more eager after intension than extension—more anxious to improve and 
develop what she has, than to stretch after distant things, os she fecls her 
first wants are population and railroads. The Germanised Russian of 
Petersburg is passing away, and the new Sclavonic Russian is coming for- 
ward, Russia has now, and will for many years have, her bands full of 
social reorganisation and domestic politics, which cannot be carried out 
without a policy of moderation and conciliation in foreign affairs. These 
reforms, though slow, are sure ; they are not like French reforms, “ sudden 
flashes in the depth of the general night, which the darkness, by contrast 
doubly dark, swallows up everlastingly again.” 

Among the chief reforms now in operation are the following :— 

The passport system is administered very mildly. A Russian noble now 
has only to pay 5s. for a passport, instead of £0 under Nicholas. More 
than 100,000 Russians were in consequence travelling on the Continent 
last year, and are brought more in contact with liberal ideas, 

Decentralisation of the local administration, by the institution of local 
elective committees will enfezble the power of that incubus on Russia— 
the bureaucracy—and will give the initiative of a number of economical 
and administrative measures to persons who are most interested in them, 
By lessening the centralising power of the Government, it will diminish 
the military mania. 

Provincial assemblies have been this year instituted throughout the 
empire for local legislation. _ Finland, two years ago, obtained complete 
autonomy, the Diet now regulates its own finances. Five classes elect : 
—Nobles, merchants, citizens, clergy, and peavants. At elections a 

ractical spirit very different from the French has been shown, the mem- 
bers directing their attention to roads, postal communication, land settle= 
ment, manufactures, statistics of revenue, etc. 

Russia is opening upa way for Anglo-Indian trade in Bokhara; her 
roads, steamers, aud subjugation of wild tribes are preparing for this, and 
will enable the pressing demands for English broad cloth to be supplied at 
Bokhara; already a considerable quantity of English articles is introduced 
by way of India, and they are preferred to those of Russia when the 
two come in competition, There are from 2,000 to 3,000 natives of 
Hindostan in Bokbara engaged in various trades; even the rude tribes 
of the Tartar steppes know the value of English articles but cannot get 
them. Atkinson in his Amour informs us, “ English merchandise will 
sooner or later find its way into the northern provinces of China, through 
the Tartar merchants engaged in trade among the Kirghishordes. It is 
a well known fact that the caravans that travel from Kulja into some of 
the interior provinces of China encounter greater dangers than will be 
met with between Yarkand, Kashgar, and the Indus.” Jron and eop- 
per, sulphur and saltpetre are found near Kulja, Semipolatinsk, the 
great central Russian mart for trade in Siberia, is but little more thin 
half the distance from the Indus that it is from Nijui Novogorod. A. 
good deal of ivdigo is sent from the Punjab through the Aflghan passes, 
and even the Cossacks of the Amour have entered into contracts to 
supply wood for Shanghai in China,

It is only about twenty-five years ago that a emarkable map was pub- 
lished under the title of ** Acquisitions of Russia,” and the whole world 
was invited to view with alarm, and if possible resist with ctfect, the 
aggrandizement of so menacing a power. We ourselves had already 
acted on the principles thus illustrated, and by way of interposing some 
political barrier between Russia and Hindostan had undertaken an ex~ 
pedition into Central Asia, which cost us an army, and almost an empire 
too. Somebody or other had been besieging Herat, not a striking fact 
in itself, for Lerat was always besieged by somebody, but this was the 
wrong person, aud if he took it it would be tantamount to giving the 
Russians a key to British India, ‘That was the doctrine strenuously 
maintained, and so popular was the belief, that when it was observed 
that the key seemed a long distance from the duor, the remark was 
censured as heterodox, sceptical, and uupatriotie. Nothing, in fact, 
could rid us of the conviction that Russia was advancing towards our 
Indian Empire with a view of devouring it, and so we rushed to meet 
half-way a phantom of our own creation, and paid a penalty which ought 
not to be soon forgotten, We recall these events atthis moment for the 
sake of contrasting them with the wiser opinious now happily prevailing. 
‘The premisses of our former reasoning were sound cnough, but the c« 
clusion was wrong. Russia was advancing in the Kast, and advancing in 
the direction of India—not so rapidly, it is truc, as we were advancing in 
the direction of Russia, but still with some pertinacity, if not succ ‘Our 
annexation of the Punjaub carried us right up to the frontier of Indepen= 
dent Tartary—the single country now interposed between the Russian 
territories and our own, Russia, even up to the present hour, bas made 
no conquest equivalent fo that, but she is busy in ‘Tartary, and some of her 
doings in that mysterious region have just been obscuircly reported. A 
quarter of a century sinve, such intelligence would have been considered 
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alarming; we can now receive it not only without apprehension, but posi- 
tively with come degree of satisfaction. 

“Turkistan” is the seene of the new Russian “ encroachments.” We 
are not sure that we cau exactly identify the spot, but we can get near 
enough for the purpose. ‘The region lying to the east of the Caspian 
Sea, bounded on the north by Asiatic Russia, on the south 
by Affyhanistan and tke Punjaub, and on the east by China, 
is the single remnant of the ancient land of the Tartars still 
preserving their name. It is called “ Tartary,” or “ Independen:” 
‘Tartary, because it has not yet been absorbed in the empire of Russia or 
China: It is the original country of the Turks, and not only the Turks, 
but the Iluns; indeed, it was to investigate the ancient home of his race 
that an enterprising Hungarian recently penetrated into these unknown 
territories. It may, therefore, be very propcrly called “ Turkistan,” but 
it is by no means certain what particular portion of its enormous deserts is 
now designated by that name. In the north-western region of the Tartar 
territory lies a vast inland lake, called the Aral Sea, and into that sea, from 
the frontiers of China and Afghanistan respectively, flow two large rivers, 
the Sir and the Amoo. These famous streams, known in ancient history 
as the Jaxartes and the Oxus, divide Tartary into three equal portions or 
belts, Onthe Amoo, or a branch of it, lies the capital of Khiva; on the 
Sir, that of Kokan. A little below Kokan lies a district called actually 
“ Turkistan,” with a town of the same name, and this is, probably, the 
scat of Russian operations, but the country of the present ‘Turcomans 
lies far away to the west, and on the very borders of the Caspian Sea. 
That is as much as we can say for the geography of the story. 














RUSSIA. 
‘(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

‘The Emperor and hix Court have been at Moscow. But you must not 
expect me to give my impressions of Moscow as a city. 1 am no painter 
of scenery, and would rather portray the people and their rulers. Suffice 
it to eay that this picturesque capital is one of the most striking sights in 
Europe, and that no one can pretend to have scen Russia without spending 
at least a few days in it. And here I may say it is surprising to me how 
few of my countrymen avail themselves of the facilities offered for such a 
Nist,_‘* Murray affirms that there is no country on the eontinent whero 
people meet with less official annoyance; you are free to come and go on 
condition of exhibiting your national passport. A railway brings you to 
St. Petersburg in three and a half days from London, and the four hun- 
dred miles to Moscow may be performed with the greatest ease, in the 
most comfortable railway carriayes ; and, as for the cuisine, commend me 
to the refreshment-rooms of the principal stations on the Moscow line. 
Travelling appears to agree with the good Russians, for I kave never else- 
where beheld such a continuous and wholesale consumption of massive 
aliments. ‘Ihe train takes twenty hours to do the distance, and I should 
say that four to five hours out of them are spent at the stations in eating 
and drinking. It seemed as if no opportunity was ever allowed to escape 
cither of eating huge portions of various roasts, or of coaxing the appetite 
with a raw cucumber ora herring. Sundry also were the small glasses of 
corn brandy with which the whole was washed down. Beer, too, appeared 
to be a favourite beverage, nor was I surpriscdat it after tasting the con- 
tents of a cool bottle stampedjwith an eagle, and the name of the English 
brewer—* Danielson.” It _was certainly most luxurious travelling. Most 
of the passengers were provided with pillows, and many had packages very 
much like luncheon baskets, which contained, as I soon discovered, sundry 
delicacies in the way of fruit, cake, bottles of milk (for the babies, of 
course), and invariably bonbous. ‘There was much smoking, too, of those 
cigarettes which we now purchase so largely from the Russians. Bat 
enough of the manners and customs of the natives in travelling. We 
must away to the Kremlin, were the people are gathering in masses so 
deuse as soon to fill the large square in trout of the palace, aud the eathe- 
drals, It was with much difficulty that your correspondent secured a good 
point of observation. The police held the people rigorously back, 
ploying a device which [ would not recommend to the authorities in 
Scotland-yard. [t consisted in their seizing the caps of the most prominent 
or pushing i uals, and flinging them over the heads of the crowd be- 
hind. Of course, the poor Muyik cannot afford to lose his cap, even in 
cheering his sovereign, and he 1s, consequently, obliged to fight his way 
back in search of his property. The trade of the Moscow haters is, how- 
ever, thereby made considerably brisker, and, afier all, is not the pro- 
motion and protection of trade the chief care of the Imperial Government? 

The sight with which 1 was rewarded for my perseverance and squeez- 
ing was certainly one of the most impressive that could possibly be 
imagined. It was the feast day at the Cathedral of the Assumption, where 
the ‘Tsars are crowned, and the Emperor (who generally visits Moscow at 
this period) on this occasion came to show his new hicir to the people. 
The pageant at the Winter Palace, described in one of my letters, was 
but mere form and ceremony ; on this day the people welcomed and re- 
cognised their future ruler in their oid city of Moscow, under the shadow 
of its holiest habitations, hallowed as they are by miracle-working relics, 
by the shrines of departed saints, and by the tombs of a long line of princes, 
dukes, and tears. 

I cannot pretend to give a description of the ceremony, or levée, that 
took place within the palace on the morning of the fes nd my per- 
sonal narrative must needs begin with the appearance of the Emperor and 
his suite at the top of the “ Red Stairs,” where the old ‘T'sars of Muscovy 
were wont to let the people sce the “ light of their eyes,” and where 
several important and even bloody scenes of Russian history were enacted. 
T may mention that those steps trodden by Dukes, Tsars, and Emperors, 
were also ascended in 1812 by Napoleon and his marshals, But before 
the Emperor appears to his subjects outside the palace, let us at all events 
urt chronicler whether any striking incidents have occurred in- 
side. st we learn that the deputy-mayor of the city presented bread 
and salt to His Majesty as a token of welcome. ‘The Emperor thanked 
the town council for “associating each of his visits to Moscow with some 
good deed.” ‘They had established seventy free scholarships in the gym- 
nasia, and had commuted some heavy debts owed by certain guilds of the 
town. Then His Imperial Majesty was. presented with some more bread 
and salt by a deputation from ‘the freed peasants of Moscow, * Is our 



















































































mother, the Empress, well?” asked the head of the deputation. « Yes,” 
replied the Emperor, with a smile, “and sends you greeting.” The 
clergy from the eight churches of the palace next met the Emperor at the 
door of the banqueting-room, the, ancient part of the Kremlin Palace. 
Receiving their salutations the Emperor passed on, and issuing out at the 
top of the “ Red Stairs ” made an inclination of the head, and taking the 
Tsesarevitch by the hand showed him to the people as the heir to the 
crown of all the Russias. The cheers that followed were, to say the 
least, deafening. There is something peculiar in a Russian cheer—it is 
Tike a buzz kept up at the pitch of booming artillery—there is nothing 
elastic in the sound, but still it is an honest expression of loyalty, and not 
to be compared with the trained vocal demonstrations of the Russian army. 
The buzzing seemed as if it would never cease, and the huge bells of 
John the Great’s tower vied with the human throats in making an all-per- 
vading tumult of sound. In ancient days these bells were destined to 
produce by their simultaneous ringing, whenever the Tsar addressed the 
people, a tremulous motion in the air, which the Muscovites were taught 
to ascribe to the all-mighty voice of their potentate. There was one bell, 
too, that was rung specially at night to invoke the Divine gift of an heir- 
apparent to a newly-wedded Tsar. All those bells now combined in pro- 
claiming the glad tidings of the ‘Tsesarevitch fal at Moscow. ‘This 
almost indescribable commotion of the air only subsided when the Emperor, 
followed by his two sons, Alexander and Wladimir, and by his brother the 
Grand Duke Michael of the Caucasus, entered the old Cathedral of the 
Assumption, at the door of which he was met by Leonidas, the Suffragan 
Bishop of Moscow, who officiated in the absence of Philaret, the venerable 
Metropolitan, I was disappointed at not seeing the old prelate, for be is 
held in great repute by the people, and is, I am told, far more enlightened 
than his other colleagues “on the Bench.” His appearance too is said to 
be very striking, bowed ashe is with the age of more than eighty winters, 
yet fulfilling the high duties of his office with the utmost energy of mind. 
The coming of the Emperor to the Cathedral of the Assumption has of 
late years been marked by the political speeches of Philaret, but this time 
the Metropolitan was unequal to the task. Confined to his bed, or, 1 be- 
Jiove,'to his cell in the garden of Gethsemane, near the monastery af the 
Trinity, where he has caused a grave to be dug for the reception of his 
body, his Holiness wrote to the Emperor a letter which was delivered to 
His Majesty before the commencement of service.‘ Most gracious Sove- 
reign,” wrote the Metropolitan, “thou hast this dey again been pleased 
to remember thy old capital. _It shines with the light of thy countenance. 
Amidst the peaceful waves of thy faithful people, amidst the loud excla- 
mation of its light, thou goest to the temple of thy coronation. Enjoying 
the light of thy countenance thy people will at the same time gaze with 
eager eyes on thy newly appointed successor. ‘The church in its rejoicing 
opens wide its gates to thee in all grace. The consolation has not been 
granted to meas formerly of meeting thee, most gracious sovereign, at 
the threshold of the temple, and of uniting with thy imperial (literally, 
‘Tearish, prayer my humble petition—May my soul be humbled ur:to God. 
However, by the grace of God, I have still the consolation of sending 
thee from the depths of my seclusion a message of true sympathy, and of 
raising from the bottom of my heart the voice of prayer to the Almighty... 
May He receive with favour thy good desires, and make thy people and 
thy reign happy in them. May they be, in the words of the prophet, the 
working of truth, peace, beneficence, and the source of welfare. May the 
All-good Providence preserve thee and thy successor, in true surety of 
the unity, the solidity, the good government and the well-being of Russia 
for all ages." The Emperor replied to the Metropolitan, in a tescript, to 
the following effect :—“ When visiting my ancient capital I have been 
accustomed 10 hear from you the pastor’s words of Christian love, and to 
receive through you the blessing of the orthodox church, our inother. 
And this {day, before entering the holy cathedral with the heir to my 
throne, I received your written greeting, so full of good wishes towards 
myself and towards Russia, which is so dear to me. I regret that the 
state of your health should not have permitted you to meet with that sym- 
pathy in ‘person, and I pray Godthat your strength be restored and that 
your days may be long lengthened, to the advantage of the Russian or- 
thodox church, of which, for half a century, you have been the support 
and the ornament.—Commending myself to your prayers, 1 remain ever 
your well-disposed— ALEXANDER.” 

My excuse for quoting this correspondence is that it throws much light 
‘on the relations between sovereign, priest, and people. Since the days of 
the great Patriarch Nicon, the crown has been very jealous of the power 
of the church, and has restricted it accordingly. The Emperor is as omni- 
potent over the church as he is over the army and navy, but I do not see 
that there is much need for the exercise of any autocratic power—the 
clergy seem deferential enough (notwithstanding the little episode about 
the archangel Michael and the book-burning sword), and I am sure there 
is humility enough in the Metropolitan's letter. 

The cathedral was so full that it was quite impossible to follow the Em- 
perer into it. Like many thousands of others, your correspondent was 
forced to be content with a view of the proceedings in the open air, In 
the cathedral the Emperor and his family no doubt went through the usual 
service of the Russian church, kissing towards the end of it, with much 
reverence, the forehead of the Metropolitan martyred by the terrible John, 
I cannot move a step without hearing of that tyrant, He is evidently to 
Moscow what Peter the Great is to St. Petersburg, with this great point 
of similarity, that they both killed their eldest sons. It is dificult to say 
which was the worse tyrant, for even as regards cruelty, Peter's treatment 
of the Streltsi was equal to John IV.'s devastations at the head of the 
Opritchna. 

But see that meck people, so tyrant-ridden, flocking to the review which 
the Emperor is about to hold. They have not yet forgotten their days of 
bondage, and hail with loud delight their liberator. Everything, even 
enthusiasm, is on an enormous scale in this country. Tt was not a small 
crowd of idle apprentices and truant boys that went to sce the soldiers put 
through their evolutions, but a vast proportion of the whole population of 
Moscow, which numbers about 400,000. 

The behaviour of the mob was wonderfully good, and there was really 
very little use for the mounted policemen who pranced about and backed 
their chargers just like in other countries. It was a capital opportunity of 
viewing the raw material of the nation, and I could not avoid coming to

the conclusion that the stuff was good enough, and only wanted a little 
better handling. But somehow or other a Russian crowd gives one a 
feeling of insecurity. The masses of rough morijiks, whom you know to 
be ignorant and somewhat fanatical, outnumber so palpably the repre- 
sentatives of modern civilisation, that you feel painfully helpless in such a 
minority. Here was Russia on a reduced scale—a plain boundless to the 
view on which the people formed but a small living oasis; there was the 
chief of the State surrounded by a parasitic staff, testing the efficiency of 
the troops which represented and supported his authority over the country 5 
and there were the dark masses of freed serfs, inoffensive enough, ap- 
parently, in face of that targe trained force, but wonderfully powertul in 
combination with it against the lilliputian body of educated and reasoning 
citizens. My eye tuok in at a glance all that the malcontents in Russia 
complain of. How dim must be the prospect of liberty to such a helpless 
minority! Those masses bad only to be kept ia good humou: 
only necessary to give them privileges, more land, and as much immunity 
ax possible from state charges, and where would be the party for constitu- 
tional government ? ‘The lifting of a finger by the Tsar would be a suffi- 
‘ient signal for their utter extinction; not that Alexander II. would ever 
but there unmistakably is his warrant of office. He derives his 
rity from the great bulk of the nation, and what can make him re- 
ish it? Certainly not a fear of insurrection on the part of a com- 


















parative handful of men spread over an enormous surface, and therefore 
incapable of any practical co.operation ; the nobles may make speeches 
and write addresses, the press may grumble in disguised accents, but as 
long as the Emperor is upheld by 59,000,000 out of 60,000,000 it is ditt - 
cult (o say what argument could be found forcible enough to cause him to 
divest himself of any portion of his prerogatives. It is only His Majesty's 
own good judgment, and a pressing want of cash, that can be looked to for 
the introduction of a les absolute form of government. 





PAYING OFF H.M.S. “EURYALUS.” 

‘The Euryalus, 35, wooden screw frigate, 2,871 tons, 400-horse power, 
Capt. William M. Dowell, C.B., was paid off on Saturday, the 23rd inst., 
after a commission of three years and eight months as the flagship of Sir 
‘Augustus L. Kuper, K.C.B., in China and Japan. The Euryalus was 
commissioned at Portsmouth on the 23rd January, 1862, by Capt. Josling, 
for the lag of Rear-Admiral Kuper, and sailed from England in the fol- 
lowing March, After calling at Madeira, the Cape of Good Hope, and 
Singapore, she arrived at Hong Kong on the 12th of August, and on the 
29th sailed thence for Yokohama, Japan. After visiting Yedo and Naga- 
i, she proceeded to Shanghai where Admiral Kuper relieved Rear-Ad- 
lope, in the Impérieuse, in command of the station. The seamen 
and marines of the ship were shortly afterwards landed from the Euryalus 
and marched to Kahding to oppose the rebels, who were then advancing 
towards the town. While engaged on this duty two officers and a large 
number of the men died from cholera, and many others were invalided. 
"Phe Euraylus afterwards proceeded to Hong Kong, where she remained 
until February, 1863, when she said for Yokohama, Afterwards, in 
August of the same year she sailed with the fleet for Kagosima, the strong- 
hold of Prince Satsuma, and engaged the batteries there on the 15th and 
6th of August. On that occasion Captain Josling, the commander 
of the ship, and eight seamen were killed. On the 17th August 
the Kuryalus returned to Yokohama, and remained there until September, 
1864, when she sailed with the combined allied fleets, representing the 
English, French, Dutch, and American flags, for Simonoseki, where an 
attack was made on the batteries, a force landed, and the acts of bravery 
performed by a midshipman and two seamen of the Uryalus which led to 
their beingeach invested with the Victoria Cross at Portsmouth on Friday 
last. In this second day’s action Captain Alexander was wounded severely, 
and several of the men were also killed and wounded. The officers and 
crews of the other ships were not wanting in bravery on the occasion, os 
an instance of which we may mention that the commander and gunner of 
‘one of Her Majesty's ships, with the commander of his Dutch Majesty's 
ship Medusa, landed from a boat during the night, after the first day’s ac- 
tion, and spiked the guns of a powerful battery on the right of the Japan- 
ese works, ata time when! it was known that the woods which reached down 
to and surrounded the battery on sides but its sea faco were swarming with 
Japanese. In the action of the following day this battery was powerless, 
From Simonoseki the Uryalus returned to Yokohama, Nagasaki, and from 
the latter port to Chusan, whence the Admiral proceeded to Shanghai and 
Ningpo in the Coromandel screw gunboat, tender to the flagship. ‘The 
Euryalus, on the return of Admiral Kuper in the Coromandel, proceeded 
to Amoy, Hong Kong, and Singapore, giving up the command of the sta- 
tion on the 22nd of May last, at the last-named port, to Vice-Admiral 
King, who had just arrived from England in the Princess Royal. On the 
Q7th of May the Euryalus sailed from Singapore for England, called at 
Batavsa, the Cape of Good Hope, St. Helena, and Ascension, on her way 
home, and arrived in Plymouth Sound on the 4th, where she afterwards 
disembarked Rear-Admiral Sir A. Kuper and his suite, and then sailed 
for Vortsmouth. Of the crew of the Euryalus, John Richards, Admiral's 
coxswain, and William Hewett, sailmaker, are recommended to the Ad- 
miralty for medals and gratuities for long service and good conduct.

On Saturday a detachment of the Woolwich division of Royal

‘The officers of the late ship Bombay, who now belong to Her Majesty’s 
ship Narcissus, presented, on the 15th August, a sword to the French Ad- 
miral Chaigneaux, in recognition of the assistance and kindness rendered 
to the survivors of the destruction by fire of the Bombay near Montevideo, 
by the Admiral and the officers and crew of his flagship Astrée. The pro- 
sentation had been delayed for the usual formal permission to accept which 














the rules of the service require, and advantage was taken of the celebration 
of the anniversary of the birthday of Napoleon, and a dinner given on 
board the Astrée in honour of the occasion to deliver the sword to Admiral 
Chaigneaux, 

The Bellerophon, 16, 1,000-horse power, iron-clad frigate, built under 
the plans of Mr. Reed, was again taken to the Maplin Sands on the 22nd, 
for the purpose of resuming her speed at the measured mile, Maplin 
Sands. The vessel was in charge of Captain Randolph, of the Steam 
Reserve; Mr, Matthews representing the firm of Mesers. Penn and Son, 
the makers of the engines. Six runs were taken over the measured mile, 
when the average speed was found to be 13°645 knots; mean number of 
revolutions 57; pressure of steam 22Ibs. ; vacuum 26; pitch of screw 21 
feet 8 inches; and mean draught of water 20 feet. At the close of the 
trials the Bellerophon was moored off the dockyard, in readiness for being 
docked the next day. 

Decorations of the Victoria Cross have been bestowed on Mr. Duncan 
Gordon Boyes, midshipman; Thomas Pride, captain of the afterguar: 
and William Seeley, ordinary seaman, of Her Majesty's ship Euryalus, in 
compliance with a general order promalgated from the flag-ship, of which 
the following is an extract :— 

“The Lords Commissionersof the Admiralty having transmitted to Ad- 
miral Sir Michael Seymour, @.C.B., Commander-in-Chief, decorations 
of the Victoria Cross, which the Queen has been pleased to confer on 
Mr. Duncan Gordon Boyes, midshipman ; Thomas Pride, captain of the 
afterguard ; and William Seeley, ordinary seaman, of Her Majesty’s ship 
Euryalus, to commemorate acts of bravery performed by them during the 
operations in the Straits of Simonoseki, Japan, as recorded in the London 
Gazette of the 2ist of April last; and Her Majesty having signified her 
commands that these decorations should be presented in such a public and 
formal manner as may be considered best adapted to evince Her Majesty’s 
sense of the noble daring displayed by them before the enemy, and to 
testify her wish that a decoration which officers and men equally share 
may be highly prized and eagerly sought after by all, of whatever rank or 
degree, in Her Majesty's naval and military services—their lordships bave 
specially commanded that in the discharge of this duty nothing is to be 
omitted which may tend to redound to the honour of this officer and these 
men, and enhance the value of the decoration.” 

Capt, Conper Phipps Coles, R.N» has been presented by the Grand 
Duke Constantine of Russia, Lord High Admiral of the Imperial Navy, 
with a massive gold snutf-box, set with diamonds, and bearing the initials 
of the Grand Duke in diamonds on the centre of the lid. Such an ac- 
knowledgment of the worth of the turret principle, which has been so long 
and persistently advocated by Capt. Coles, must be highly gratifying to 
him now that the turret is already fitted to about a dozen vessels of the 
ial Russian Navy in the Baltic, and has been tested under all possible

‘The 3-gun paddlewheel sloop Alecto, 800 tons burden, recently paid off 
at Woolwich by Commander Biake, from the south-east coast of America, 
has been taken into the river to be broken up, having been condemned 
aud stripped as unt for further service.

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrerpam, Sept. 24. 

As usual, the Prime Minister closed the session of the 
States General in tho name of his Majesty the King. Mr. 
Thorbecke congratulated the Legislature on the result of the 
session, as it had been one of progress and activity, which was 
shown by the privcipal measures passed, viz., the Bill for re- 
gulating the international sugar dutics, the new tariff for the 
Netherlands East Indies, the repeal of the Communal Excises, 
&e. One day after the sitting was closed, the new one was 
opened by his Majesty with the following Specch from tho 
Throne :— 

Gentlemen,—It gives mo pleasure to be able to announce to you that 
our relations with foreign Powers continue to be most friendly. My 
Government has given every possible attention {o the interests of com- 
merce and navigation with foreign States, 

‘At home, as well as in our colonial possessions, our land and sea troops 
honourably fulfil their mission, The expedition which our navy, united 
with those of other. Powers, has gloriously terminated in Japan against the 
Prince of Nagato, has greatly contributed to establish our relations with 
that country on a better footing. 

‘The condition of our colonies is generally favourable. I regret that in 
the interior Java has suffered from earthquakes. The new aduministrative 
regulations tend to increase the prosperity and welfare of Surinam and 
Curacoa. 

In the course of the present session Bills will be laid before you to regu- 
late the press in the East Indies, and other questions touching agriculture 
and industry. 

We may congratulate ourselves that not only the Government, but the 
provinces and communes, and private societies, rival each other in zeal in 
the construction of works of public utility ; the works undertaken to pro- 
cure for the capital a more easy communication with the sea are progress 
ing rapidly; the corps of engineers of the Waterstaat continue honourably 
to fultil their mission ; the construction of state railways continues uninter- 
rupted ; various new sections will be thrown open to traflic during the 
course of the year; other lines of international interest will also be com- 
pleted. ‘The’ returns of the lines already open are satisfactory. Private 
enterprise co-operates powerfully in the extension of our railway lines, 
The opening of an international line, which recently took place, will soon 
bo followed by the opening of other lines, by which the network of our 
railways will be connected with the railways of otlier countries,

IAMBURG. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDEXT.) 
Serr, 14. 

The Swiss Consul at Yokohama writes home to his Govern- 
ment that great events are on the eve of taking place in Japan, 
and that a war between the ‘Tycoon and Prince Nagato is un- 
avoidable. ‘The former, who enjoys the sympathies of the 
European Powers, is going to take the command of his army in 
person, aud lead them to battle, On the other hand, Prince 
Nagato is making the most formidable preparations, and has 
cugaged in his service several European oflicers to drill and dis- 
ipline his troop: ‘ 

Some further particulars of the progress of the fair at Nijui 
Novgorodhave been publishedin the Russian journals. The prices 
of tea have been fixed at 106 roubles for the better descriptions, 
which is somewhat highcrthau last year, when 100rs, was paid for 
the same qualities. ‘The quantity of tea brought to the fair is 
less than last year, though more than 4(),000 chests have ar- 
rived, and the dealers assert the quality to be very superior. 
Concerning the abseuce of the Bokharians, different reports are 
in circulation, Some people assert that they will still turn up, 
whilst others maintain they will not arrive at all. The latter 
presumption is the most probable, for more than half the period 
of the fair has already elapscd, and they are known to be 
genorally very punctual. It is reported that the Dokbara cotton 
—at least a great part of it — has been stopped at 
Orenburg, whero a committee of six or cight dealers 
has becu formed for the purpose of settling the affairs of the 
Bokharians, and liquidating the debts they left behind them at 
the last fair, Two or thrco members of this committce arc to 
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send the cotton to the fair for sale and superintend the liqui 
dation of the debts out of the proceeds of the gale. Tut in the 
meanwhile some merchants have arrived from Khiva with the 
intelligence that the Pokharians had protested against the for- 
mation of a committee of Russian dealers and their proceedings, 
that they were able and willing to scttle their own affairs without 
any extraneous interference, and were going to send a deputa- 
tion to St. Petersburg to make a representation on the subject 
to the Russian Government. However that may be, the mer- 
chants at Nijni Novgorod are placed in a dilemma by the state 
of uncertainty, for they are now obliged to hold the goods they 
have sold to the Bokharians, who, perhaps, will not come at all, 
instead of disposing of them to other purchasers. With rogard 
to the fur trade, which is chiefly carried on by Moscow houses, 
it is stated to be very satisfactory. It may be considered sur- 
prising that Moscow people and not Sibcrians should have 
monopolised this branch of trade, as most of the furs and skins 
come originally from Siberia ; but it must be remembered they 
arrive in a raw state and are carefully dressed by the furriers 
at Moscow, who have a peculiar manner of doing it, and their 
superiority in this branch of industry is so great that no 
foreigners can successfully compete with them. 

Ficld-Marshal von Gablenz, who commanded the Austrian 
contingent in the war against Denmark last year, is appointed 
by the Emperor to the chief civil and military command in 
Holstein under the title of “Imperial Statthalter.” This office 
is spelled stadtholder in Johnson's Dictionary, but the learned 
Doctor is hero wrong in his etymology, for the word is not 
derived from stadt, a town, but from statt, instead, literally 
Zocum tenens or} licutenant. The ficld-marshal will havo his 
head-quarters in the neighbouring town of Altona, where Mr. 
W. Pustau’s splendid house on the Palmaille has been taken as 
his residence, and is now being fitted up for him against his 
arrival next week, The house was used last year as the mili- 
tary hospital for the wounded from the seat of war, under the 
management of the Knights Iospitallers of St. John of Jeru- 
salem, at whose disposal it was placed by its proprietor.

The fair at Nijni Novgorod is over, tho Bokharians having 
turned up after all, ‘Lhe following particulars are translated 
from an article in the St.~ Petersburg Russian Gazetle :—At 
Jength tho Bokharians, so long expected, have arrived at the 
eleventh hour ; but they havo brought with them only money, 
having left their merchandise partly at Orenbarg and partly in 
the Steppes. Their arrival has given gencral satisfaction, as 
they are considered honest people and good customers, The 
anerchants are now tranquillised, for there is no doubt that 
many of them would have become bankrupts if the Bokhariaus 
had not come to receive and pay for the goods sold them, as 
well as scttle their outstanding accounts from last year's fair, 
Unfortunately, the cotton from Lokhara will be too lato,!as 
tho navigation will soon be closed for the winter 3 its absence 
will raise the prico of Persian cotton, and have an unfavourable 
influence on the cotton trado in Russia generally. The book 
trado during the fair has been very insignificant, the whole 
valuc sold being only 40,000 roubles, of which sum 25,000 r. 
are for church missals and prayer-books, Of iron 400,000 
poods wero brought to tho fair, but not all gold, and prices 
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ruled rather lower than last year. Tho greatest part of this 
roctal was produced in the Ural mountains. A mecting of the 
Fair Committee was about to be held, to take into consideration 
several proposals for the improvement of tho fuir in future, 
and facilitating tho carriage of goods. 

‘The Voice contains a letter from Nijni Novgorod of the 4th 
inst., from which I translate the following extract: “The fair 
may be considered as over, for the merchants are taking their 
departure, being driven away by the wretched weather, and not 
even waiting for the official closing by the hauling down the 
flags. At the end of last week many of the shops wore closcd, 
and there remain here now but the wholesale dealers in tea, 
iron, and manufactured goods, Tho tea trade is bad 3 35,000 
chests of Kiachta were sold, but more than 20,000 
remain on hand, which will probally be sent’ to 
Moscow for disposal. All the best teas wero sold, and 
the remainder is of inferior quality. “The prices obtained 
were modcrate, and towards the end of tho fair underwent a 
further reduction to find purchasers. There was a fair demand 
for refined sugar. The drug trade was dull, and no higher 
prices could be realised than current at St. Petersburg. ‘This 
week madder was sold at 73 roubles, and Bukhara cotton 
fetched 14 to 16 roubles per puod. Of Kislyar wine not much 
was sold ; the price obtained was 2 roubles 60 copeks por cimer, 
Mado wines were not in request, and their imitations are super- 
seded by the local fruit wines. Tho business done in 
leather was oxtensive, and the greater part of the yuchter, 
or “Russian leather,” was disposed of. Cotton manufactured 
goods were in great demand at tho cnd of the fair, the common 
descriptions being all sold. On the whole iron was dull. No 
complaints are heard of the scttlement of accounts, and at the 
Bank there are no protested bills, The demand for gold is not 
large and the prico therefore moderate, Tie new premiun 
loan sold readily ab 110} per cent, including the current 
interest. Gold stands at 6x. 20 cop. and for silver tho Per- 
sians readily pay 21 to 214 per cent, agio, and for silver 
roubles 16 per cent. agio.” 

‘The captain of the Hamburg barque Atalanta, now in the 
China Seas, writes homo to his owners hero that he fell in with 
and saved the crew of the Oldenburg barque Nubia, under the 
following circumstances :—It appears that the Nubia was on 
her voyage from Singapore to Ilong Kong, with a cargo of coals, 
and after leaving Hainan, where she had put in to land some 
passengers, she was attacked on the 2sth of Juno last by a 
number of piratical junks, On their approach the captain, 
being convinced of the usclessness of offering resistance to such 
overwhelming numbers, took to his boats with the crew, and 
landed on the coast of Hainan, and after wandering along the 
beach for three days reached Hai-kow, where they fell in with 
the Alalanta, receiving every kindness and attention from the 
captain, who took them down to Saigon, for which port he was 
bound. They subsequently wero informed that tho Nubia, 
after being plundered by the pirates, was burned by them on 
the 29th June. 

The Zoological Gardens of this city have just received somo 
valuable additions by a present from Mr, J. N, Hulss, the Ham- 
burg Consul at Manila, consisting of a dwarf’ musk (Tragalus 
Kuitschit), and two very rare pigeous (Phlegocnas erwenta). 
The society are already indebted to that gentleman for several 
other animals, especially a couple of Kerabau oxen, He had 
collected quite a little menageric at Manila, among which were 
some raro and valuable moukeys. During the voyage home 
Mr. Hulss tended these animals himself, but they unfortunately 
all died except those above-mentioned.

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THE NIENFEL REBELS. 

Distractep China no sooner feels relief from the suppression 
of rebellion in her southern and central provinces, whea the 
hydra-headed monster rears itself in the northern dominions 
of that vast empire, threatening the capital itself. As the last 
embers of the Taiping insurrection became extinguished in the 
ashes of Chang-chow, near Amoy, so the Nienfei Rebels had 
invested the provincial city of Chi-nan’or Tsi-nan, in Shantung, 
attaining a formidable position with strengthened forces. As 
a point d’appui on the route to Peking, it was at onco evident 
to the Imperial Government ‘that unless a powerful army be 
sont to drive the enemy from that base of operations, he might 
soon capture the city and march into the province of Pechelee. 
‘With an alacrity unusual in Chineso warfare, the famous Gencral 
SaN-Ko-LIN-SIN took the field and encountered the enemy, with 
whom he fought several successful engagements, but unfortu- 
nately at the cost of his own life. ‘Ihis event, while it dis- 
heartened his army, roused the energy of tho Nienfei, and they 
gained further successes, until at one time grave thoughts were 
entertained of tho probable capture of Peking. Indeed, the 
news of this having been accomplished was telegraphed to 
Europe by way of Russia, and for a time there was no data to 
refute the report. The intelligenco by the last mail from 
China puts us in possession of the facts, which show that there 
‘was apprehension of an important victory over the Imperialists, 
but no foundation in the rumour. It appears that TsenG-KWo- 
FAN, the General who materially uided in suppressing the Taip- 
ing rebellion, left Nanking with a considerable force of infantry, 
armed chiefly with rifles, and made a bold assault on the rebels 
at the departmental eity of Haichow, from whence they were 
driven, and retreated in great confusion to a position some 
twenty-five miles north of that which they previously occupied. 
Meanwhile a body of twenty-three thousand Tartar troops was 
despatched from Peking to the relief of Chi-nan, under the 
command of Po-waNe, a son of SAN-Ko-LIN-SIN, who is desirous 
of emulating the skilland courage of his father, and, in conjune- 
tion with the Imperial Commissioner of ‘Tien-tsin, is vigorously 
carrying out his operations against the enemy. In conscquence 
of these active measures, it is reported that the tide of success 
has turned against tho insurgents, who are retiring before the 
Government forces into the province of Shan-si, on their way 
back to that of Kan-soo from whence they came. 

As} to the origin of the rebellion, we have no reliable 
data to ascertain that. At the same time all accounts 
go to prove that it is perfectly distinct from the late 
Taiping movement. There is no religious element in it, so 
that it differs also from the Mahomctan rebellion, which every 
now and then breaks out in the Shansce province. From their 
bold advance in tho direction of Peking, doubtless with the 
design of upsetting the Imperial Government, it has been sup- 
posed to have a purcly political origin. No doubt that ele- 
ment prevails in the movement, in consequence of its success, 
but we are of opinion that the Nienfei were simply banditti 
who issued from their rocky fastnesses in the mountain region 
of Kan-soo, to commit depredations on the industrious inha- 
bitauts of tho plains; just as the brigands of the Abruzzi uscd 
to plunder the inhabitants of the campagnas of Italy. Such, 





indeed, is the chief element in all these Chinese insurrections, 
The Taiping rebellion originated certainly as a religious move- 
ment, but as it grew its ranks were augmented by bands of 
marauders for the sake of loot. What the meaning of the 
name of Nienfei—or, as it is pronounced, Nyen-fee—signifies, 
we have not ascertained, nor do our contemporaries iu China 
seem to know. But there is evidence to conclude that it is a 
sobriquet given to them by the peaceful inhabitants, as 
“ Chang-maou,” signifying “long-hair,” was given to the Taip- 
ings in consequence of their allowing their hair to grow, with- 
out shaving the head as the Imperialists do. Be that as it 
may, these people seem to be a bold and daring race, who may 
yet cause considerable trouble to the Imperial Government 
unless they follow up their successes with unusual vigour, and 
crush out the organization of the movement before the leaders 
and the main body reach their native fastnesses, which are 
almost impregnable. In their incursions the Nienfei are on a 
par with the Taipings in devastating the country and ruining 
the peaceful and industrious inhabitants. Consequently there 
is no sympathy between these marauders and the people, in 
their crusade against the Government. Were it otherwise it 
would soon assume a formidable aspect. If, for example, the 
Nienfei were to respect private life and property, and thereby 
enlist the sympathies or obtain the co-operation of the people 
in Shantung and Pecheleo, in all probability they might succeed 
in a coup d'etat at Peking, where the corrupt Mandarin rule is 
obnoxious and grinding on industry. As it is, the people, of 
the two evils, choose the least, and silently or sullenly prefer 
the existing system to what might be worse in its stead. It 
was the respect for private property paid by the English and 
French allied forces during the Peking campaign that raised 
them so high in the opinion of the inhabitants, which has left 
behind much good feeling towards the foreiguer in China ; 
while the destruction of the Imperial palaces and forts, con- 
veyed the fact that this immunity from depredation was not 
for want of power. Moreover, the independent position of our 
troops who remained after the war, and their aid in suppress- 
ing the Taiping rebellion, bas not only raised the prestige of 
our name amongst the people, but the most prejudiced manda- 
rin is now forced to admit the benefits his country derived 
from our co-operation. Fain would the Government sccure 
our aid in the suppression of this new rebellion, but their 
solicitations are in vain, when they see tho last of the British 
regiments leaving China this year, aud the neutrality regula- 
tions rigidly enforced. It is clearly our,duty now to leave the 
Government to its own resources in crushing out these insur- 
rections. By doing so we not only save our blood and trea- 
sure, but force the cunning and astute Chinese to bear the 
brunt of war in their distracted country, which they so well 
know how to “squeeze” in time of peace. 


POSTAL CHARGES BY THE FRENCH MAIL, 


Wues the French Government subsidized the Messageries 
Imperiales to convey a monthly mail to China and other 
localities in the Far East, the British and other foreign commu- 
nities having interests there accepted the postal communication 
asa boon in addition to the bi-monthly English mails trans- 
mitted by the Peninsular and Oriental Company. At the time 
of its initiation, it was understood that its rates of postage for 
newspapers, as well as letters, would not materially differ from 
the English rates via Marseilles. Having full faith in the arrange- 
ment, we published a separate issue of the London and China 
Express, to meet the requirements of our subscribers ; and so 
far, have no cause to complain of the French postal authorities, 
in conveying that issucto its destination. In forwarding copies 
of our journal to China, we deal with the English Post-office, 
and have always understood thatif s newspaper is insufficiently 
stamped it is liable only to double the newspaper charge. It 
would appear, however, that in this we are mistaken, and the 
French charge letter rates in that case ; which very materially 
alters the advantages of sending printed matter by their mails, 
This anomaly in postal arrangements has transpired through a 
correspondence between Mr, MossMAN, late of Shanghai, and 
the Secretary of the General Post-office, which will be found in 
another column. From that it will bo seen the French Mail 
leaving Shanghai on the 16th June, and delivered in London 
8th] August, brought copies of the North China Herald and 
North China Daily News, which were charged letter rates, as 
they were insufficiently stamped. The rate levied is “ 20 cen- 
“times for every weight of 40 grammes, or fraction of 40 
“ grammes,” equivalent in English computation to twopence 
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for one ounce and a-third. Be it so. It is a fair enough rate, 
but the condition mentioned in the letter of Mr. Parkuurst 
that, “if insufficiently prepaid they (the newspapers) are 
treated as letters,” is monstrous, and against all the laws regu- 
lating newspaper postage throughout the world, We have 
endcavoured to find the Imperial Decree under which this rate 
is imposed, but have failed in doing so. In our search, how- 
ever, we came across a decree issued by the Empress Evaxnis, 
acting as Regent in the absence of the Earrron in Algeria, 
wherein similar restrictions attend the transmission of samples 
of merchandise from France to Shanghai. The rate on such 
packets is 13 centimes for every 40 grammes, or fraction of 
40 grarames, with this condition—“ Les échantillons de marchane 
& dlises qui ne rempliraient ppas cos conditions scront taxés comm- 
“ lettres.” With this we have no fault to find, but when the 
same restriction applies to newspapers we think it is time that 
it should be altered. Meanwhile it will put our contempora- 
ries in China and other places in tho East upon their guard 
how they affix stamps to their issues by the French Mail, for 
it may throw the whole into the waste basket of tho French 
Post-office, when rejected by their subscribers, as it did in the 
above case with the North China Herald of the 12th June—a 
copy of which is not to be found perhaps in England. How- 
ever, as we are not aware the subject transpired before, we have 
astrong notion that there is some blunder lying with the 
French officials, who may have applied the new decree of the 
10th May, 1865, regulating the transmission of samples of mer- 
chandiso, erroncously to newspapers, We are supported in 
this belief by having received two copies of the North China 
Herald under a 40-centime stamp. According to the state- 
ment in Mr. PaRKHURsT's letter this must have been insufli- 
cient, inasmuch as the single paper addressed to Mr. Mossaan 
had 20 centimes only, and should have had 30 centimes. On 
this head the French postal authorities should sct us right, by 
publishing the regulations in the English journals connected 
with China, otherwise it will damage their reccipts, as well as 
the circulation of the newspapers.

TO THE SECRETARY OF THE GENERAL POST-OFFICE. 

Sir,—By the French Mail of the 16th June frova Shanghai, a copy of 
the North China Herald, a newspaper published there, was presented at 
my residence by the postman, for which he made a demand of five shil- 
lings and fourpence (5s. 4d.), although it had the usual stamp of 30 
centimes to frank it. On inquiry at the office of the London and China 
Express, and of several friends who receive that journal, 1 found that the 
same charge was demanded of them, also that a packetof the North China 
Daily News was marked £2. 12s. 6d. all of which, of course, were 
refused. 

‘As Iam connected with the journals in question, and this extraordinary 
demand is calculated to damage their circulation, I have to request that 
some information be given so as to remedy any defect in their transmission 
through the French Post-office, and ask that you would point out what is 
the cause of this extraordinary charge—whether it lies within the jurisdic- 
tion of the French or English Post-office authoritics, and vpou what 
grounds it is made ?—I remain your obedient servant,

TO SAMUEL MOSEMAN, ESQ. 

Sin, —In reply to your letter of the 10th ultimo, I beg leave to inform 
you that the newspaper to which you refer was received from France with 
the unpaid letters from Shanghai, and that it was correctly charged, so far 
as this office is concerned. 

Inquiry has been made of the French Post-office upon the subject, and 
it appears that newspapers sent from Shanghai to this country via France, 
are liable to pre-paid postage at the rate of 20 centimes for every weight 
of 40 grammes or fraction of 40 grammes, and that, if insufficiently pre- 
paid they are treated as letters. The weight of the newspaper in question 
exceeds 40 grammes, and the value of the stamp affixed to it is only 20 
centimes. 

Under these circumstances, no reduction can be made in the charge of 
which you complain, and the newspaper will be disposed of as refused. —

HEALTH OF THE NAVY. 

‘The report just issued on the Health of the Navy in the year 1862 
shows that the number daily sick was 3,370, or 57 per 1,000 of the force 
in the service afloat corrected for time, which was 58,870. There were 
almost exactly three entries on the sick list for every two men, and a 
mean of about 18 days’ sickness to each man of the fc But a very 
large proportion indeed of the sick rate in the Royal Navy is from boils, 
simple catarth, and injuries of a more or less trivial nature, the duties of 
the man-of-war's man involving such constant exertion that it is necessary 
to pay much more attention to trifling ailments than their immediate im- 
portance would seem to call for, in order to avoid the risk of their aggra- 
vation. The ratio of sickness from disease, properly so called, is in 
reality very small. The Cape station showed the highest rate in 1862, 
owing to ‘duties in the Mozambique Channel and in the Zambesi river. 
‘The number of men invalided from the navy in the year was 1,944, or 
32 per 1,000; and the number of deaths 902, or 15°3 per 1,000. 
But eliminating disturbing elements arising from accidental duties, 
that is to tay, excluding deaths from casualties by wounds 
and injuries and deaths from outbreaks of cholera and yellow 
fever, the death rate in the service as a service is reduced to 9.6 per 
1,000, which is very litle higher than the death rate among the healthiest 
class of outdoor labourersin England. It may be said that the death 
rate in the navy is reduced by invaliding, but the vast majority of invalided 
men labour under diseases of by no means a fatal nature, and very many 
of them re-enter the service. ‘The rate of mortality no the Cape station 
was as high as 23-7 per 1,000; but the station had to sustain the loss of 
two boats" crews massacred at Bareda in the Arabian Gulf, by Somalis, to 
whom they had applied for goats and water. Excluding death by violence 
the ratio of mortality at this station was only 4°3. On the India and 
China station the mortality rose to no less than 66-3 per 1,000, the great 
majority of deaths being irom dysentery and cholera contracted in river 
service against the Taipings. The surgeon of the Euryulus sketches 
incidentally a fearful picture of the state of Shanghai, to which his ship 
returned after the capture of Kahding. He says he learnt that the mor- 
tality among the Chinese who had crowded into Shanghai for refuge was 
at one time so great that there was no burial-ground for about 2,000 of the 
daily deaths, and the corpses wercenclosed in boxes of deal boards, loosely 
put together, or packed up in straw or matting, and left to rot in the sun, 
Mortality on the American coast has to beara certain number of deaths 
caused by the Mexican expedition. Vera Cruz is a city of open sewers, 
and is situated on a level surface, the fall towards the sea being so trifling 
that the courses for foul water, &c., require repeated sweeping during the 
day, The Mexicans are very particular as regards this act of cleanliness, 
but under the conjoint rule of France, Spain, and England it became 
neglected, and the neglect was avenged. The accumulation of offal is 
kept down by the turkey buzzards, everything being placed on the outside 
of the houses for removal by these, the scavengers of the place. But be- 
sides the perils abroad from foes to health and life, Dr. Mackay has the 
old tale to tell in this report of foes in our own household. On the very 
threshold of the seaman’s entry into the service, and in the seaport towns of 
his own country, he has been left exposed to euch a mass of disease as renders 
these localities more destructive to health than the most pestilential rivers 
of Africa. It is considered that from Portsmouth and Plymouth more 
syphilitie disease has been sown broadcast over the globe than from any 
other cities on the face of the earth. Partial measures have at length been 
devised to mitigate this evil, but it is hoped the day is not far distant when 
effectual steps shall be taken to remove to the utmost this foul scandal 
from the nation. The surgeon of the Euryalus has reason to believe that 
most of the 48 cases of syphilis in his return for the first quarter of the 
year were caught in the sme house at Portsmouth; therefore, he adds, 
‘the sanitary precautions necessary for preventing such a common 
source of immense loss of labour to the service are simple enough.” 
“1 have now,” he says, “a man under treatment who has had succes- 
sively the primary, secondary, and tertiary forms of the disease ; a strong, 
hale young man when he joined the ship, he has now become useless to 
the service. It is one example among many. ‘The disease was almost 
unknown in Malta until 1860, owing to a system of surveillance es- 
tablished by custom, but whether derived from the knights or from the 
French it is not easy to say, In 1860 the Maltese women discovering 
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that there was no law upon the subject, refused to submit to the rules of 
custom, ‘The results of this suspension of surveillance were unhappily so 
marked that it was found necessary to pass an ordinance in 1861 reviving 
it, “ The beneficial consequences of this law,” writes the Deputy In- 
spector-General, “ have far exceeded my best expectations.” Facts like 
these are unmistakable, ‘The bane and antidote are both before us. 


THE TAHITI COTTON AND COFFEE PLANTATION 
COMPANY. 

The third ordinary general meeting of the shareholders of this company 
was held at the London Tavern; G. 8. Tower, Esq., in the chair, 

The report of the directors stated —* They have at last the gra 
of announcing the arrival of cotton from your plantations, “EB 
came forward last month, and were sold at 42d. per Ib., and 100 bales 
have just arrived at Liverpool. Mr. Stewart states he will ship from 
16,000 to 18,000%b. by each packet, monthly, ria Panama, and estimates 
the crop he was picking at 30 tons weight, He has ordered bagying for 
1,000,0UUIb. weight to meet his anticipated necessities for next year, and 
calculates by March next his crops will have produced £80,000. The 
first batch of Chinese emigrants arrived on the 27th February. Further 
credits have been opened for fresh shipments, and the advices just received 
from the company’s agent at HongKong justify the belief that before the 
end of the year Mr. Stewart will have a thousand coolies at work on the 

Jantation, independent of the native labour he may be able to command. 
he distance at which the estates are situated, and the delay in drying the 
cotton when picked, preparatory to ginning, have been the prircipal 
causes which have prevented the earlier arrival of the whole of the March 
crop. This alone prevents the declaration of a dividend, which your 
directors confidently hope to be in a pesition to announce at the next 
meeting. ‘To mect the disbursements for the shipment of the Chinese, 
and working expenses which will have to be defrayed before the next crop 
is available, your directors recommend issuing the remaining shares as 
may be required, but in accordance with the wish expressed by you at a 
former meeting, will only issue them, in the first instance, to the share- 
holders at par, rateably in proportion to their present holding.” 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption of the report, said he could not 
help referring to the report, and congratulated them on the great success 
which they had achieved. Original statements of the prices appeared to. 
him exaggerated, ‘Ihe estimated price of cotton was 2s. per Ib., but the 
samples sold realised 3%. Gd. per Ib, ‘The manager believed the value of 
the cotton was £80,000. At the last meeting a statement was made as to 
the expenses of getting coolies and labourers. They could not pay those 
expenses, and they did not wish to make a call, and it would be necessary 
to issue new shares at par. He begged to move the adoption of the 
report. 

Tn reply to questions as to the praduce of the estates at Tahiti, 

Mr. Swarries, the manager, said he had recvived a letter from Mr. 
Stewart, their manager at Tahiti, If they wished he would read extracts. 
“ When there is much rain the flowers tall off, but they are immediately 
succeeded by others. ‘The plants now have as many flowers and more 
cotton than they had two months ago. I think Leaunot be very far wrong. 
n estimating the present crop, with what has been already sent, at 500 
bales, or 75,000Ib. of cottun. To meet the current expenses, and to enable 
us to continue the planting and carry on our operations until we can get 
the crop of 1866, I would strongly recommend the issue of the remaining 
2,888 shares, Iwill have 70U acres planted in September, which will 
yield a crop cf from 60,000Ib. to 90.00Ulb, But to save this crop it is 
absolutely necessary that 700 Chinese should arrive here in January, 1866, 
Tu March 1 calculated having 1,000 acres planted with cotton, and 100 
acres with coffee. I recommend that we should remain content with 
1,U00 acres of cotton for the present, and then throw our most valuable 
resources to it, considering of all things it is the most certain and profit- 
able crop, This season has been exceedingly backward and wet, but the 
plants are loaded with flowers and capsules, and a month's dry weather 
would enable us to pick out at least 300 bales, Heavy rains are usual in 
‘May, so we have reason to believe we will soon have fine weather.” As 
regarded coilee, he wrote:—*'The collee I received from Ceylon has 
been planted, but Tam not certain that it will do well, I have, however, 
planted the Tahiti seed, from which we can have as many plants as we 
possibly require. ‘The Tahiti is a superior coffee, and by the next mail I 
can send you a sample of some picked from bu: grown wild in forests 
of guava ‘and breadfruits, ‘The collve-trees, for they cannot be called 
bushes, are fifteen feet high, and are in the stem as large asa man's arm. 
You asked me about the time required for planting coflve util it came 
into bearing. From the time the secd is sown in the nursery until the 
plants are ready to be sown, it takes a period of ten or twelve months. 
Sometimes in the seeond year, a part succceds always, but in the third 
there is always a considerable crop. In the fourth year, after setting out 
the plants, the crop is heavy. i have aton of coffee to the acre, ‘This 
fourth year and the year in the nursery makes up the five years, as origin 
all stated in the prospectus. There is no doubt about Tahiti being the 
finest estate for colle planting in the world. I have one valley 
in particular, and to which Iam now making a road at present. 
But before five years I feel certain that it wili be of more value than the 
whole capital of the company. Lam very anxious to get coflve planted, 
but hitherto it has been quite impossible with the aid I have at my dis. 
poral. ‘To work this properly—to work itto the greatest extent—would 
require 2,000 labourers. With 1,000 acres of cotion, and with the ad- 
vantages that the remainder offers to colice planting, the result will be 
maguilicent.” Lhave culled, gentiemen, these extracts trom the letters 
received to-day, assured they will couvitce you of the confidence enter- 
tained by our excellent managing director, Mr. Stewart, in the specdy 
fullilment of his most sanguine expectations and as evidence of the fore- 
thought and judgment he brings to bear on the business he bas in hand.

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STEAM NAVIGATION ON THE PACIFIC. 
(ctowe.) 

We shall very soon have to chronicle a new triumph of shipbuilding 
and engineering science in the inauguration of two mail routes across the 
Pacilic. ‘The compatatively narrow Atlantic is crossed already in mani- 
fold directions—from various English and French ports to numerous 
points on the American coast between the mouths of the River Plate and 
the St. Lawrence. ‘The Indian Ocean is also traversed by the steamers 
from Suez to the Mauritius and Australia; but the enormous breadth of 
the Pacific has not yet been overcome. There are lines of mail steamers 
in its waters, but they only skirt the coasts. On the American coast 
there are the lines from Panama to San Francisco and Valparaiso. 
On the Asiatic coast there are the steamers of the Peninsular and Oriental 
Company and the Messageries Imperiales, plying between Galle and the 
ports of China and Japan ; and we may include the inter-colonial lines of 
New Zealand and Australia, ‘To these undertakings, involving, some of 
them, the passage of distances as great as on the Atlantic mail routes, 
there is now about to be added the transit of the Pacific itself, involving 
the passage without coaling of much greater distances than what have yet 
been accomplished on any oceanic mail route. One of the two enter- 
prises we reter to—and perhaps the least remarkable—is the American 
project to cross the North Pacific between San Francisco and Hong Kong, 
but touching at Honolulu in the Sandwich Islands, and at Kanagawa in 
Japan. The service was authorised by an Act of Congress approved last 
February ; and last week we were informed from Washington that the 
Postmaster-General had accepted the tender of the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company for its exccution. For a subsidy of half a million dollars 
the company undertake to build four first-class side-wheel steamers of from 
3,500 to 4,000 tons burden each, and to make 12 round trips and back in 
the year, the speed to which they are bound being two hundred 
nautical miles per day. The term of contract is for ten years, 
to commence on or before the Ist of January, 1867. The dis- 
tance from San Francisco to Hong Kong is 7,050 miles, and from San 
Francisco to Kanagawa, the nearest coal depot, 5,475 miles. This latter 
distance does not very much exceed that on some of our Atlantic lines, 
and, as we shall see, the enterprise is outstripped in this respect by the 
other Pacific route to be inaugurated. But in importance it will be second 
to no other route across the Pacific. The Americans are already 

calculating that when itis established and the Pacific Railway,  whiel 

will now become an absolute necessity,” completed, New York must 
become the great commercial emporium of the world. Without expect~ 
any such result as this, the line, if well managed, should prove a formid- 
able competitor to the overland route from Europe to China and Japan, 
especially to the latter country. At Hong Kong the time of journeying 
to England by both routes will be about equally balanced, but at 
Kanazawa the American route will have the preference. The Americans, 
however, can surely calculate on sending all their own passengers, letters, 
ard light goods to ‘China in that way, at a great saving of time compared 
with the tedious roundabout by Europe. ‘This will be a gain of money as 
well as time, but whether the prerogative of London as the world’s 
eroporium—the clearing-house, where iziternational accounts are balanced 
and paid—will thereby be infringe., is by no means so certain. The 
inauguration of the second mail route from Panama to Wellington, New 
Zealand, appears to be much nearer execution, the ships being actually built 
or building, The Australian colonies, partly from dissatisfaction with 
the frequent break-downs and chronic slowness of the Peninsular and 
Oriental Company's service from Galle, and partly froma desire to have a 
fortnightly communication with home, have long been agitating for a 
monthly to Panama, in addition to a monthly service by way of 
Galle. “In the spring of the present year, accordingly, the colonies of 
New South Wales and New Zealand, the latter having the most direct in- 
terest, finally executed an agreement by which their objects will be 






































effected. ‘The Panama, New Zealand, and Australian Royal Mail Com- 
pany, which had for some time established a profitable’intereolonial service, 
have now agreed to place four steamers on the line from Wellington to 





Panama, ‘The subsidy, which the two colonies have halved, is £110,000 
per aanum, and the speed to which the company are bound 10 knots per 
hour, One of the ships, called the Ruahine, is already built, a fine twine 
screw of 1,640 tons ; and at hor trial trip in May last accomplished a 
speed of 15 knots with the tids, and nearly 13 against, She is fully 
rigged as a sailing vessel, so as to take advantage of the regular 
trade winds, which will practically be with the vessels in both 
directions, She may, therefore, economise fuel and yet attain the 
minimum speed ; but she is able to carry 1.200 tons of fuel, which is more 
than would be necessary, steaming at full speed the whole distance, 
When it is considered that that distance is 7,200 miles, the fact is sullici- 
ently striking. It is confidently expected that the Ruahine and her sister 
ships will make the passage between Panama and Wellington in 25 days, 
80 that the entire passage between Wellington and Southampton may be 
only 45 days, ‘This will be a clear gain of 15 days on the present postal 
time between England and New Zealand, which quite accounts for the 
colonial zeal in pressing on the matter. For our part we cannot but welcome 
the means which bring us into quicker and more frequent communication 
with our colonies ; while we may congratulate them in the present case on 
their energy in helping themselves in a matter they believe so vital. In 
connection with this new route we may notice that the Australian colonics, 
especially Queensland, Vietoria, and New South Wales, are favouring a 
Project to co: t themselves with Galle by steamers touching the north. 
castern_ extremity of the island continent at Cape York, in Queensland, 
instead of, as at present, near the south-western extremity in King George's 
‘The Dutch have already a line connecting their various colonies 
lands of the Indian Ocean between Singapore and the island of 
nor, and it is proposed to continue it from Singapore to Galle, and 
m ‘Timor to Cape York. This project, if carried out, as seems 
sly, will abridge the period of communicating with Queens- 
land” and foria, while new South Wales and South Australia 
will have the advantage by the Panama route, It is not likely that 
the opening of the two great mail routes we have described will be 
more than the beginning of a series by which the Pacific, like the 
Atlantic, will be covered with these steam highways, Looking at the 
mutual commerce already existing among the new-born States on the sea~ 
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board and the old empires newly opened to commerce, mail ‘services must 
spring up to conduct that commerce with efficiency. It is not looking 
very far forward to imagine lines of steamers connecting Australia with 
China, with San Francisco, and with Valparaiso. We may expect. be- 
sides, additions to the routes which have more ct connection with the 
European lines, Already a line from Australia to Valparaiso has been 
spoken of in connection with Mr. Wheelright’s project for a railway over 
the Andes and across the South American continent; and this ling, it is 
expected, will furnish, in conjunction with the River Plate lines to Eng- 
land, a new route to the Antipodes as quick as any of the existing routes, 
The Panama route may again be chosen for China as well as Australia, 
while there is some prospect of an intercolonial railway through our own 
possessions across the North American continent, which would enable us 
to establish a competing mail line with the American one to Japan and 
China. Without mentioning other ideas which have been formed, these 
probabilities are enough to show that their beginning. the opening of the 
two routes we have described, will be an event of no small consequence in 
the commercial history of our tin: 











THE FYCHOW GIANT. 
The following description of the “Giant” is from the 


Standard, We cannot profess to eclipso it by any account of 


our own. Indeed, we might spoil it by “ knowing too much.” 

Chang-woo-Yow, the Chinaman of gigantic proportions who has 
travelled from the land of the Celestials to thsee western regions of bar- 
bariem for the purpose of exhibiting his manly proportions to the gaze of 
the British public, held the first of his levees on Monday evening at the 
Egyptian Hall. Chang, very shortly after his arrival among the pale faces, 
was permitted to pay his respects at Marlborough House, and having thus 
chin-chinned the rulers of the land, he now purposes to satisty the 
curiosity of all classes of the barbarians among whom he is 
temporarily sojourning. He is most undeniably a mighty man, 
if not a man of valour, and enjoys, at the present moment, 
the honourable distinction of being, not only one of the greatest, 
but, beyond all dispute, the greatest personage in the three king- 
doms. ‘To look at him, as he sits in state, surrounded by other members 
‘of the party, whom he dwarfs into insignificance, one is inclined to fancy 
that the force or freak of nature could no further go in the development, 
in one human framework, of bone and muscle. But the visitor who sup- 
poses this is in er If we may trust what we are told of Chang in the 
autobiography which is distributed in the hall, he comes of a race of giants, 
‘of whom he modestly confesses that he is the least. No man is a prophet 
in his own country, or in his own family, and we are given to understand 
that the giant of the Egyptian Hall is looked down upon literally, as well 
as perhaps metaphorically, by his immediate relatives. 

His father and his grandfather overtopped him considerably. Of those 
children of Anak he is hardly a worthy descendant, A brother of his, 
now in the ranks of the Imperial army, though a few inches shorter than 
Chang, is in all other respects a bigger and stouter man than our hero. 
Nor are the ladies ot his tamily unworthy of their lofty descent. Chang 
‘once had ter who, when in the flesh, was some ten inches nearer to 
heaven than he is ; but this charming maiden, who stood a trifle over eight 
feet aud a half out of her shoes, was lost by death to the family circle, of 
which she was, Chang tells us, the consolation and the pride. ‘The pre- 
mature decease of this young lady, still in the bloom of her hopeful youth, 
struck Chang to the heart. All the maxims of the ancient philosophers, 
with which he is well adquainted—for Chang is a scholar as well asa 
phenomenon "—failed to aleviate his aflliction ; and, as a last resource, 
the unfortunate youth (who is to have not yet reached his twentieth 
year) resolved to go upon his travels. 

At Shanghai, he tells us, he first looked upon the face of the white 
‘man, and what was more to the purpose, one of the white faces looked 
upon him with other eyes than those of idle curiosity. Chang found, to 
quote hiv narrative in the touching simplicity of the original, that the 
“face was kind.” Ina little time he further learned, “with great joy” 
—we quite believe it—* that his hand was open and his heart was good.” 
Here was the balm in Gilead to bind up the broken heart of poor Chang. 
What all the philosophy of Confucius had failed to accomplish was 
effected instunter, as soon as he discovered that the white faces promised 

good hearts but open hands. Stripped of the beautiful 
h Chang has enveloped the transaction, the plain 
of itis that a bargain was concluded between Chang and the English 
agent, and the former consented for a consideration to be made a show of, 
But Chang would not come alone. He stipulated that a wife meet for 
him should be found. In his autobiography he opens an uncommonly 
Jong yarn about this lady of his affections, who postesses, he tells us, the 
five cardinal virtues, benevolence, righteousness, propriety, wisdom, and 
truth.” Thrice fortunate giant to have acquired such a domestic trea- 
sure. The possessor of this unheard-of combination of feminine virtues 
is a pleasing-looking Chinese women, without, however, anything remark~ 
able about her, except that her feet are as small and as distorted as the 
feet of Chinese ladies usually an

wretched little dwarf, Chang-Mow, and 
The party altogether consists of four men 
Chang, himself, is well worth seeing. It is not merely 
that he is so very big, though even on that scorce the opportunity of look- 
ing at some old-fashioned unmistakable giant ig one that doe 
occur in these days. But there isan air of intelligence and mil 
his countenance which propitiates the good wishes of the visitor. Chang 
is none of yourfee-fo-fum giants, delighting in deeds of violence and cruelty. 
Assuredly, there is nothing low, mean, or vulyar in that statuesque counten- 
ance, upon which, as Chang sits in his chair of state, you gaze with some- 
thing of the feelings sugzested by the Ezy statuary in the British 
Museum or at the Crystal Palace. Aud when Chang walks down the 
room, shaking hands on each side with most genuine ease and grace, the 
impression gains ground on all sides that he is the most amiable, best 
behaved, and accomplished giant that ever breathed. 

‘The serene affability of his countenance is in strong relief to the sharp- 
featured visage of Chang-Mow. In the case of that unfortunate little 


























mannikin there is nothing whatever to attract. Mere personal deformity, 
in itself, is, to our thinking, never a fit thing for exhibition. The dwarf, 
however, answers the purpose for which, we suppose, he was included in 
the establishment—that of bringing out, in the highest degree possible, 
the greatness of Chang. Kwang, the compradore, has an intelligent 
countenance, and addressed the audience in very tolerable English, which 
would have been better still, we fancy, if he had not been suffering under 
great, yet not unnatural nervousness. ‘The giant made a speech in his own 
tongue, as also did the dwarf, To the fairer part of the audionce Chang’s 
wile displayed, with considerable bashfulness, her feet, a privilege in which 
the members of the sterner sex were, very rightly, not supposed to par- 
ticipate. Both the lady and her attendant seemed highly amused at the 
ungovernable curiosity shown by their English friends, and were several 
times compelled tu hide their faces behind their fans during a fit of uncon- 
trollable laughter, Mr. Siddons acted as a medium between the Chinese 
and the audience, and performed his duty with sufficient and commend- 
able briefness. The room in which the levee takes place is appropriately 
decorated in the Chinese style. The audience was large, in fact larger 
than the place could conveniently accommodate. 

















Swixnor’s Peasant.— The Illustrated London News has the follow- 
ing notice;of Swinhoe’s pheasant : — Ouri Illustration represents one of the 
most beautiful of the fine collection of pheasants now living in the gardens 
of the Zoological Society of London. It is a newly-discovered species, 
which has been worthily named after its discoverer, Mr. Robert Swinhoe, 
F.2.$., Her Majesty’s Consul in Formosa.‘ Few of Her Majesty's con— 
suls,’says Mr. Gould, in jhis great work on the birds of Asia, ‘ bave more 
assidiously availed themselves of the opportunities aforded them of col- 
lecting the birds of the distant regions in which they have been located 
than Mr. Swinhoe, and fewer still have shown greater acumen in discrimi~ 
nating and pointing out the distinctions which separate nearly allied 
species. It is buta just tribute, then, to the merits of this gentleman that 
so remarkable and beautiful a bird should be named in his honour.’ To 
the same gentleman the Zool Society are likewise indebted for the 

in their collection, from which this pre= 
sent figure is taken, and which is the only example of this species which 
has‘as yet been imported into Europe. In its native state, Swinhoe’s 
pheasant inhabits the high jungles of the interior of the little-known 
island of Formosa, rarely descending into the lower hills. In size it is 
somewhat smaller than the common silver pheasant, which it also resem- 
bles in its red watties and in the form of its tail. The Zoological Society 
are shortly expecting the arrival of a fresh batch of specimens of this 
pheasant, which have been shipped to them by Mr. Swinhoe, so that next 
spring we may hope to witness the reproduction of this species in the 
Society's gardens; and before many years are passed we have little doubt 
that a new and brilliant addition wil thus be introduced to the pheasant- 
ries of this country. 

Tue Bishornic or Victorta (Hose Konc).—We are enabled to 
state, on what we deem undoubted authority, that the recent announce- 
ment respecting the suppression of the Victoria bishopric is altogether 
erroneous ; and that the nomination of a successor to Bishop Smith is 
only delayed fora time, in the early expectation of a legislative enactment 
defining the leyal status of the Colonial Church and Episcopate. The 
folloning leer from Bishop Smith appeared in Zhe Times of the 22nd 
inst. :—" Sit,—My attention having been called to a paragraph in The 
Times announcing the ¢ suppression’ of the colonial see of Victoria, vacated 
cight months ago by my resignation, Lam happy to inform your readers 
that, although Tam aware of such an impression having been conveyed by 
remarks made some time ago in conversation by a member of the Govera- 
ment to more than one person with whom Iam acquainted, more recent 
personal inquiries of my own at the Colonial-office have convinced me 
that no intention of suppressing the bishopric is entertained by the Go- 
yernment.—I remain, Sir, your obedient servant, Geoncr Smitu, D.D., 
late Bishop of Victori  Church-terrace, Lee, S.E., Sept. 20.” 

New Line or Sreamens.—We are glad to find that a line of 
steamers (which has been very much needed for the past twenty years) 
has been established between Manila and Singapore. It has been a con- 
stant source of complaint that mails and passengers should have been so 
often delayed on the old route between Hong Kong and Manila. We 
understand that the Zteyna, under the Spanish flag, has already opened 
the service, and that she will be followed shortly by another vessel. As 
300n as these vessels have shown their efficiency, we trust that our postal 
authorities will be willing to alter the route tor our correspondence, and 
make a fair, if not a handsome allowance for the service. ‘The agents in 
Singapore are Messrs. Paterson, Simon, and Co., and in Manila Messrs. 
Philipps, Moore, and Co.

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ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 

Tga.—There have been no arrivals since those of the Fiery Cross and 
Serica, reported in our last. Opinions are divided as to the quality of 
this season's yield, some judges nuticing a larger proportion of second 
class than usual, but the teas are more free from old leaf, and therefore 
more appreciated, There has been a limited demand for the broken-leaf 
and dusty kinds of congou at previous prices; those with leaf up to good 
common have been inquired for from 10d. to Is. per Ib. Fair to good 
flavory kinds have been dull of sale at about former prices. Good to fine 
Kaisows, of old season, have been difficult to raove, owing to the arrivals 
of new tea; and quotations are ina measure nominal. In common 
to fair blackish-leaf kinds transactions have been limited, at about previous 
rates ; the few sales of medium kind show a gradual hardening of the market, 
In fine there has been but little done. A Chop of Snest of old season 
has been taken for the Russian market at 2s. 6d. In new-make Canton 
kind there is no material alteration to notice. Common Oolongs have 
been heavy of sale; the fair qualities have found buyers to some extent 
at full prices for export to New York. Fine are in moderate demand for 
home consumption. There has been some demand for fair to medium 
Souchongs for export, and a few parcels have been sold at presious prices, 
Flowery Pekoes remain as before. In Scented ‘Teas, of old season, there 
has not been much doing. Common to fair kinds fully maintain former 
value ; but good qualities have been rather more difficult of sale. New 
Foochow Orange Pekocs have sold from 2s. 10d. to 3s. per Ib. In Un. 
coloured Japans the limited quantity offering checks business; prices show 
a further small advance. The public sales of Indian teas comprised about 
4,000 packages, nearly the whole of which found buyers at very full prices ; 
the finer kinds of Pekoe dust and broken Pekoe selling 2d. to 3d. per Ib. 
higher. In Green teas prices have been very firm, with a slight advance 
in sorae kinds suitable for export, the demand for America still continuing. 
‘The common qualities of all sorts remain difficult of sale, but all the good 
to fine kinds of Hyson, Young Hyson, Imperial, and Gunpowder have 
met witha ready sale. In Canton-made there is no change to notice, 
they being still very difficult of sale. The public sales of the 14th inst, 
comprised 3,900 packages Indian tea, of which nearly the whole found 
buyers. On the 19th inst. 17,033 packages China tea were brought for- 
ward, and 11,415 packages were sold,.111,215 packages being printed with- 
out reserve. The estimated stock in the United Kingdom on the Slst 
Aug. last is now returned at 89,500,000 Ibs., against 88,500,000 Ibs, at 
the same date of 1864. 

Sitk.—We have had a continuance of business in China Silk during 
the past fortnight, and prices of the best descriptions, owing to their com= 
parative scarcity, are firmer, while ordinary and inferior qualities remain 
as before.

‘The dates from Yokohama are down to the 26th July, 
Shanghai 5th Aug. Hong Kong 12th, Manila 5th, and from 
Singapore 19th, 

The following summary of news is from the China Mail of 
the 12th :-— 

‘The English mail of June 26th arrived on the 7th Aug. 

There appears to be a lull in political matters at Peking, so 
far as concerns foreign countries, which may be attributed to 
the expected arrival of Sir Rutherford Alcock, our new Minister 
for China, Many questions, commercial and otherwise, are at 
present pending his arrival ; and some anxiety exists as to the 
success of his regime. It seems to be a question whether China 
is to get the better of us, or we the better of China ; the object 
to be attained will of course be that neither should get the 
better of each other. The loss of Sir Harry Parkes, by his 
removal from Shanghai, may eventually have an effect upon the 
progress of affairs in China, What wo want is the most open 
intercourse—commercial, social, and religious—with this vast 
Empire, It would almost appear that wo are making rapid 
strides in this direction, The growing prospects of a railway, 
or of several small lines of railway, lead us to believe that 
foreign intercourse with the country is likely to improve. 

We are glad to notice that Imperial authority is again in the 
ascendant, the Northern Rebels having been successfully kept 
back. It was high time that something should have been done 
in this direction, as constant anxiety and annoyance was 
caused to the representatives of foreign Powers by the con- 
tinual internal disturbances which prevailed in the Empire. 
There cannot be a doubt that, if those were ended, trade 
would prosper, and that the merchant, missionary, and 
traveller would have free access to every province of the 
Empire. This is precisely what wo have been working for 
during the last twenty years, and the prospect of success can- 
not fail to be gratifying to the people of England. Sucha 
prospect does not certainly seem to be much brightened by the 
appointment of Teseng Kwo-fan, before noted ; but this act on 
the part of the Imperial authorities at Peking must be looked 
upon as in some measure prompted by motives both prudent 
and politic, 

An interesting project—and one not at ‘all opposed to the 
views here hinted at—has been mooted in Shanghai, having 
for its object no less than direct telegraphic communication, 
via |Tientsin and Peking, through Russia, to London. Mr. 
Grant, spparently well-informed on such matters, and 
favourably known as one who has carefully traversed the route 
proposed to be taken, has laid tho subject before the mercan- 
tile community of Shanghai, offering to start the scheme for 
10,000 taels, and keep it in motion with the expenditure of a 
like sum. The profits to accrue therefrom are calculated to 
exceed the outlay by something like 50 per cent. ; and, on the 
whole, the realisation of the idea bears the stamp of fessibility, 
and it is likely to be taken up by the enterprising merchants 
of the North, It would be, to say the least, curious wero 
communication between England and the East {opened up by 
way of Shanghai, Tientsin, Peking, and Russia before the com- 
pletion of the less probable lines via India and the Straits, 

From Shanghai we hear of great damage having been caused 
by lato heavy rains, to the growing crops of paddy, cotton and 
other necessaries of life, in the vicinity, and in fact all over the 
hitherto rich province of Kiangsu. But the devastation ap- 
pears to have spread far and wide; and when we consider the 
inertion and indifference of the Mandarins and other officials, 
the prospect is not avery inviting one for the poor native 
population. As is too often the case, we fear that foreign as- 
sistance will have to be called forth, if the emergency proveas 
great as is now anticipated. 

Some items we give below from Soochow and Ningpo, as we 
find them recorded by our contemporary of the North China 
Market Report. One of these is a characteristic native rumour 
regarding the fate of the notorious Burgevine ; who, along with 
other prisoners, is said—clumsily enough, it is true—to have 
been accidentally drowned in a boat. Though no one can much 
mourn even were such to prove correct, itis not to be expected 
that the American representatives will accept suck a lame ex- 








planation of the fate of their roving countryman. Our contem- 
porary has the following:—- ~~ 

Soocuow.—The usual routine of work at the Soochow arsenal is being 
prosecuted, guns and other munitions of war are being rapidly turned out 
for the use of the Imperialists, but nothing of any political importance 
hes lately transpired. ‘The Futai continues to hold the appointment of 
acting Governor-General of the two Kiang, his place being supplied at 
Soochow by the late Fantai of the province. A report has been brought 
down, to the effect that Burgevine, and the other prisoners captured at 
Changchow, were accidentally drowned on their way from Foochow to 
Soochow for trial by the governor. As a matter of course, while no one 
doubts the death of Bargeriae and the others, no one believes the ex- 
planation officially off 

Nrnoro.—Our advices from this port continue satisfactory. The roving 
bands whose members did so much fe some nine months ago, have 
decreased in numbers, and are now easily held in check by small bodies 
of Anglo-Chinese troops sent from time to time to scour the creeks, 

From Japan there is positively nothing of political interest 
to record. Now that tho activity ofour new Minister there 
has been thrown into the balance, things may be expected to 
move on somewhat more satisfactorily ; and, besides, Sir Harry 
Parkes is certain to be a popular representative, which is of 
considerable importance ina country such as Japan. Un- 
fortunately, the rains, alluded to as so destructive in Kiangsu 
and elsewhere in China, have likewise proved disastrous to the 
crops in Japan. This has caused prices of provisions and 
vegetables to be doubled, and a famine amongst the poorer 
classes appears imminent. The Daimios, with the instinct 
peculiar to Eastern landholders, have determined to make the 
most of the occasion by withholding their stocks for higher 
prices, 

From Foochow and the coast ports, nothing is reported 
worth noting. The tea trade in the former settlement con- 
tinues brisk, while the heat is reported as unusually oppres- 
sive. 

Macao is as quiet, politically speaking, as it has been for 
three centuries ; but the place is at present being besieged by 
pleasure-seekers, who proceed thence to escape the extreme 
heat and bustle of Hong Kong. 

In Hong Kong, the weather has been felt more than for the 
past ten years, and the mortality in consequence has been uu- 
usually large, Twilight trips to the suburbs of the island, up 
the coast, to Macao, and elsewhere help to relieve the monotony 
of existence ; and many other species of enlivenment are prac- 
tised by the residents. A sumptuous tiffin was given on board the 
steamer Elgin, to a large company, by the promoters of the 
China and Japan Steam Navigation and Labuan Coal Company. 
Mr. Spencer Price,'secretary of the company, performed the duties 
of the chair, and with the aid of “toast and sentiment” an 
hour or two were very agreeably disposed of. 

The five foreigners, who had been sentenced to death at the 
Supreme Court of this colony for piracy and murder, under- 
went the extreme penalty ‘of the law, notwithstanding the in- 
fluence of the Macao authorities having been exerted to save 
them. The case was carefully investigated by the Executive, 
able counsel being retained to urge all extenuating circum- 
stances, Not a weak link could be ‘discovered in the evi- 
dence, nor a doubt cast on the justice of the sentence. The 
men died protesting their innocence, and there is a strong 
fecling prevailing on the subject, under the idea that Govern- 
ment should have provided means of defence at the trial. 

A correspondent has sent us the following brief notice of 
the state of affairs at Hankow:—The river now stands at a 
height of forty-four feet above its last winter's level, and much 
of tho country is flooded. It has, in fact, risen to a level with 
the bund in front of the Custom House, and three feet further 
rise will completely inundate that venerable institution. The 
current proves at times dangerously strong. On the 21st 
ultimo two large rafts, one belonging to Messrs. Dent and Co., 
and the other to Messrs. Hogg Brothers, accompanied by a 
number of junks, drifted upon the steamer Kiukiang, causing 
her to break from her hulk and come into collision with the 
Sze-Chuen, which was moored at Messrs, Russell and Co.’s jetty. 
The Kiukiang’s starboard paddle-box was broken, and her 
wheels considerably damaged. The S:e-Chuen lost her port 
cat-head, both accommodation steps, awning, stanchions, bow- 
sprit shrouds, and bobstays, and started her bowsprit. The 
Five Queen, which lay a little further down, might have fared 
as badly, but fortunately had steam enough to go ahead and 
get out of the way. Great risk attends a sailing vessel 
anchored in front of Hankow unless she has a steam-tug 
alongside. If she should get adrift, she would certainly fetch 
up on some covered bank and slide off when the river fell, , 
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‘Two large towns in Sze-Chuen, Chichi-Hsien and Chen- 
Haion have been swept away by tho flood, 

‘We are credibly informed that the fortifications of Macao are 
being strengthened to an enormous degreo—to such a degree, 
in fact, as to render the place a second Gibraltar, We shall 
begin by reminding our readers that Governor Guimarens failod 
to get the Portuguoso treaty ratified, when ho wont to Tientsin 
for that purpose, owing to the fact that his proposals could not 
be listened to s0 long as a certain clause (Art. 9th, wo think) 
appeared in the treaty submitted for ratification. This article 
contained a very simple truth, which was to the effect that the 
Portuguese had held Macao for threo conturics—a fact which 
it would not be easy to geinsay or dispute. Possession, as wo all 
know, is nine-tenths of tho law, but the Portuguese authorities 
havo evidently dotormined to make it ton-tenths, : 

From Singapore the political news is niZ, The mail of 10th 
July arrived on 11th August. : 

In general imports from Europe the market has been very inactive 
during the past fortnight. The recent heavy supplies of cotton goods 
pate considerable anxiety on the part of the holders to effect early sales, 
and on most descriptions lower rates have been accepted. In Grey Shirt~ 
ings clearances have been made to a large extent, as well as in T-Cloths. 
Maddapollams and Drills have been in fair demand, For White Shirt- 
ings there bas been an active inquiry, particularly for the finer qualities, 
‘and stocks are now small. Clearances in Spotted Shirtings have been 
very limited, at a further reduction in price. Cambrics have been in 
moderate request and prices supported. Ia dyed goods generally the 
transactions have been on a very limited scale, at about previous rates. In 
Grey Twist sales have been made to a moderate extent, without alteration 
in prices. Coloured Twist has received more attention. For Woollens 
generally the demand has been very dull, but some articles have moved 
more freely. Coals continue in request, and high rates atill obtained. The 
demand for metals has been unprecedently dull. The clearance in marine 
stores have been on a very limited scale, ad 

‘The present low rates of freight and exchange, as well as the paucity 
of supplies of exports suitable for Europe, have caused an improved 
demand and advance in price on most articles. Coffee has realised high 
rates in sales by auction, Hides and Horns command extreme prices. 
Gambier has slightly receded in value. Gutta Percha continues in active 
request. Black Pepper is rather scarco at former prices. Rice: Firm, 
wei ince the arrival cf the China mail prices are advancing ; Rattans are 
scarce and in great request. Pearl Sago and Flour are without change. 


COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
‘Tra.—Canton.—Congou : 18 chops have arrived, 6 of which have 
been taken at rather irregular prices, those last purchased, however, are 
fully one tael over opening rates. Canton Congousizre unaltered, Scented 
"Teas: Teamen are anxious to clear out their stocks, and lower rates are 
looked for. The settlements during the fortnight have been at last quota- 
tions, Canton green teas much neglected. Country green teas have 
only been purchased to fill special orders. Settlements of the fortnight : 
Country Congou, 6 chops Oonams, at Tls.28 to 32, Canton Congou 
300 half-chests, and 1,500 boxes, at Tls. 20 to 28. Scented Orange 
Pekoe, 10,000 boxes, at Tis. 24 to 41. Scented Caper, 12,000 boxes at 
Tis. 12 to 85. Canton greens, Imperial, 500 boxes, Tis. 18 to 20; Gun- 
powder, 500 boxes, at Tis. 23 to 24. Country greens, 1,100 half-chests, 
Gunpowder at Tis. 86 to 52; Imperial at ‘Ils. 53 to 495 Young Hyson 
at Tls, 25 to 26, and Skin at Tis. 15 to 20 per picul. 
SHancHat—Black: A moderate amount has been done, the demand 
being mostly for the finest grades, which are scarce ; this has somewhat 
restricted operations. Good to fine, second crop Oopacks, have brought 
full value, while common to medium grades are slightly easier. ‘The 
greater part of the first crop is now to hand, and advices from the country 
state that there will be a deficiency of about 60,000 chests compared with 
Jast season, The settlements are 29 chops, 14,U60 chests. Oopacks, 
good to fine at tle. 28 to 33, Ningchows at tls. 98.5 to 35, and Hohows at 
tls, 21 to 25 per picul. Re-shipments, 6.500 chests ; total, 20,560 chests. 
Stock 32 chops, 16,000 chests. Green Teas: There have been arrivals 
of 2 chops new Pinsueys, which have been settled at tls. 39 to 40 : this is 
looked upon as extreme rates, which arc not likely to be maintained.
